Blazing sausage 


Could success spoil the Chicopee : 
Kielbasa Festival? As my friends and I 
tooled westward along I-90 last Sunday, I 
couldn’t help ruminating: would it be as 
magical this year? Could the Third 
Annual Chicopee Kielbasa Festival 
equal the Old-World charm of the 
Second? 

_ I would have gone back anyway — even 
if Neal O’Leary, the man who gave birth 
to the event by convincing the members of 
the Chicopee Chamber of Commerce’s 
Fireball Club to sponsor the festival two 
years ago (“They didn’t all go for it then, 
but they’re all here smiling now,” Neal 
assured me), hadn’t nominated me to be 
one of the five honored recipients of the 
1976 Golden Kielbasa award. But as it 
was, I was driving toward my destiny, a 
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ceremony that would accord me something 
out of the ordinary to list under “awards” 
on my resume — all because of my 
coverage of their Second Annual etc. in 
last year’s Phoenix. - 

I wore my white socks. 

Well, I can’t say I was disappointed. 
The kielbasa was as tasty as ever; the 
kapusta and golompki supurb; the 
pierogi, well . . . pierogi is one food that 
seems destined to taste like cardboard. 
But success had taken its toll. This year’s 
carnival took place on the smooth, dry 
asphalt of a shopping mall parking lot, in 
contrast to the muddy redevelopment site 
last year. The 1976 version of the World’s 
Largest Kielbasa was bigger — 100 
pounds as opposed to last season’s 42- 
pounder. It sat there on ice, just inside the 
gate, under a sheet of clear plastic. Neal 
likened the awe and reverence with which 
visitors approached the great wurst to 
viewing Uncle Stasiu at an open-casket

Tens of thousands filed into the ~ 
grounds past the fatty icon during the 
festival’s two-day stay. Neal O’Leary was 
satisfied that the concessions as well as 
the Fireball Club were turning a profit.

And this area —.all the 
way to Springfield — consumes and 
enjoys more kielbasa than any place in 
America. We named ourselves the 
Kielbasa Capital of the World, and no 
one’s going to contest that.”

A year of ceramics courses in college 
and you still can’t center the clay on the 
wheel? Does that mean you have feet — 
hands, on second thought — of clay? No, 
according to Harvey Schorr, an 
administrator at the Mudflat Pottery 
School: many people who’ve taken college 
ceramics courses have the same problem. 
“In too many colleges, a student isn’t 
taught anything about ceramics,” Schorr 
said. ‘For some reason it is believed that 
discovery is the best process. But you can 
be taught the basics in two lessons.” 

Well, as you may have guessed, Schorr 
and the Mudflat Pottery School are 
willing to teach you everything about 
ceramics in a series of fall workshops 
which begins September 20. Mudflat 
offers courses in fundamentals as well as 
in more advanced techniques. You can 
take hand-building — making pottéry . 
from slabs, coils or wads of clay; wheel- ~ 
throwing — shaping clay on a potter’s

And if you’re really into clay, you can 
take glaze chemistry, taught by a PhD 
candidate at MIT who tries to demystify 
the art of making a successful glaze. 
“Potters are very secretive and possessive 
about the glazes that work well,” Schorr 
says. ‘So beginners are usually left alone 
to try to develop their own glazes or copy 
the formula of someone else. The class 
tries to make the process transparent. By 
using something as simple as 
mathematics, you can make things do 
what they are supposed to.” 

Schorr himself teaches a class in kiln 
design, which also attacks the secrecy and 
mysticism of what makes a good unit. 
“The principles of kiln design are like 
economics; everyone knows what they are, 
but when they are applied they never turn 
out as expected.” 

At Mudflat you can also take a course 
in sumi-e, a special Japanese brush- 
painting technique. And in November, 
the school will start a series of visiting 
workshops in special skills — over which 
‘“‘people always go gaga,”’ Schorr said.

With the aid of a grant from the Mass. 
Council on Arts and Humanities, Mudflat 
offers scholarships to high school 
students. “‘So far we haven’t gotten much 
of a response from their teachers. Any 
high school student can take any of our 
courses for free — and there’s no catch,” 
Schorr said. 

Although Mudflat’s teachers are 
professionals and the school would like to 
train professional potters, Schorr said- 
most of its students are interested in 
pottery as a hobby. So don’t be shy. And 
if you don’t know where to begin, Schorr 
suggests you look around or take 
Fundamentals in Pottery, a class that 
offers a sampling of various techniques. 

Classes begin this Monday, so if you are 
interested, call Schorr at 354-9626 right 
away. The courses run from six to 12 
weeks and cost from $38 to $75. Classes 
meet Mondays through Saturdays (except 
Fridays) from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m., 3 to 6 
p.m. or 6 to 9 p.m. High school students 
interested in the scholarships should 
apply at Mudflat Pottery School Inc, 196 
Broadway, Cambridge.

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Roll over, Poseidon

The Captain’s Galley, 1786 Mass. Ave., 
Cambridge; telephone 354-8787; open 
Monday-Saturday 11-11, Sunday 4-11; no 
liquor service; no credit cards (Master- 
Charge eventually); free parking in rear. 
First the good news. This recently 
opened little seafood restaurant between 
Harvard and Porter Squares serves an 
almost exquisite clam chowder that may 
suffer from the vice of too many diced 
potatoes but possesses a more than 
compensating creaminess and a good 
touch of clam juice. The chowder’s 
pleasant tang is aided by a smoky flavor 
attributable, I hope, to the indispensable 
component of a fine chowder — a bit of 
salt pork or bacon sauteed with the onions 
at the start. A small cup is 79 cents, a 
bowl $1.29; a bit steep (particularly if one 
considers the No Name Restaurant’s 
insistence on selling a first-rate fish and 
shrimp chowder for significantly less) but 
at least your palate gets tickled in return. 
Now the bad news. Virtually everything 
else we tasted here was substandard, and, 


‘in addition, most of the dishes I had 


hitherto ordered were unavailable. These 
included lobster salad ($2.39 with fries) 
and bluefish ($2.99). So we settled for 
broiled filet of sole ($3.19 — all broiled, 
baked and fried dinners include cole slaw 
or peas, fried or baked potato), which was 
exceedingly grey, half-concealed by an 
epidemic of fat-fried potatoes, and dry 
and tasteless to boot. The fisherman’s 


platter ($3.99) consisted of fried clams, 


sea scallops, pollock, onion rings and fries 
in prodigious and intermingling 

quantities. The clams and the onion rings 
were the best of them, but even Poseidon 
would have had trouble negotiating this 
platter (my remarks, it’s only fair to add, 


{ The fat and the lean 


spring from a mild prejudice against 
“fisherman’s platters”: deep-frying 
seafood too often compromises the 
delicate flavors of the parties involved, as 
in this case, and it is a rare batter, as in 
the case of good tempura, or a rare flour 
mixture, as in the case of the Daily Catch 
in the North End, that treats the fish 
properly). The baked sea scallops ($3.19) 
were fresh but unseasoned, sad, since it is 
not hard to enliven the creatures with a 
little garlic, lemon, parsley or sherry. 
The side orders disappointed, too: the 
cole slaw was dry; the bread was that local 
mass-produced variety whose crust, if 
that be the word, has the texture of a 
vinyl seat cover; the peas neither fresh nor 
early but pasty green beads. The 
captain’s salad (69 cents) was a large bowl 
of iceberg lettuce, tomatoes, cucumbers © 
and onion with an unimpressive dressing. 
The Captain’s Galley seats about 45 
and is decorated, or undecorated, in 
contemporary Cambridge proletarian — 
an unbroken-in, stark Gestalt of linoleum, 
cheap paneling, fish nets and diffuse 
lighting. There is a fresh fish counter in 
front with what appeared to be very 
reasonable prices, and a small lobster 
pool. This neighborhood should be 
grateful for the fish market though it 
must feel a bit ambivalent about the 
restaurant; one is happy that it exists but 
depressed that it can’t do better with 
some very basic dishes. Perhaps as this 
establishment gets more organized and 
service improves, the picture will brighten 
— the Captain’s Galley has on its side 


‘cheap prices and a nice variety, at least on 


the menu.

Although from what I read the 
western is not enjoying halcyon days at 
present, the last thing it needs is the 
kind of undiscriminating praise heaped 
on a clunker like The Shootist in 
Stephen Schiff’s Aug. 31 review. 

Only if one can recall the vitality and 
excitement of a good western (to keep 
comparisons simple, let us cite John 
Wayne in The Searchers or Rio Bravo or 
even The Man Who Shot Liberty 
Valance) is it possible to appreciate 
what a bloated, vapid and downright 
nasty piece of myth-mongering this 
cinematic abortion truly is. 

Granted, Wayne has his moments in 
this one. His slow, heavy movements, 
his simple “Damn” when the doctor 
tells him he will die (screaming) of 
cancer within two months, the 
numerous scenes that open with Wayne 
sitting or standing in his room, 
completely still, staring through the 
walls — these have their impact not only 
because they are’ done competently but 
because we instinctively contrast them 
with the “type” to which we have 
become habituated: the huge man, arms 
swinging ponderously, bearing down 
grimly on the forces of greed and 
corruption, prepared to wipe them aside 
without further ado. 

But in general this film is an empty 
exercise, badly played, on an instrument 
so faulty in its basic conception that 
only when it was operated with 
consummate skill and high belief were 
the results worth attending. 

The Shootist has conventional 
western plot and value structure. Its 
hero, the dying gunman, operates by a 
code that the viewer must instinctively 
applaud if the film is to work on him at 
all. In earlier westerns, the code was 
implicit. Alan Ladd’s blond 
wholesomeness allayed any | 
fundamental doubt about the creed and 
its virtues in Shane. One look into the 
tortured eyes of Gary Cooper in High 
Noon sufficed to assure us that this man 
was not capable of acting except on deep 
conviction. The same can be said of 
earlier Wayne movies. 

In The Shootist, Wayne speaks a 
dreary little piece on the three actions he 
takes to be sufficient cause for him to 
draw on and kill a man. The unspoken 
assumption has become the solemn 
pontification — but not in order to 
expose how weak a rationale it always 
was. Rather, we are expected to accept 
such unthinking truculence as though it 
were high principle. Director Siegel 
expects us to swallow the code right 
down even after he has hammered it out 
on tablets of indigestible stone. One 
suspects that Siegel simply doesn’t 
understand what made a good western 
moving and provocative. He takes 
elements from some classic examples, 
but he uses them so badly that they add 
nothing to our sense of the issues 
involved. 

This movie presents the good woman 
(in this case widow Lauren Bacall) and 
her hero-worshiping son in order to deal

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with the question of how much the 
gunman, with his asocial behavior, is to 
be trusted and his code respected. Jean 


Arthur and Brandon deWilde played the- 


same parts in Shane to magnificent 
effect. But Siegel either does not 
understand the importance of this 
conflict between the individualist’s code 
and domestic society or is simply unable 
to dramatize it to any effect. The 
conflict is stated, Wayne and Bacall 
clash initially, and then the entire issue 
is dropped as both mother and son 
wholeheartedly adopt the gunman’s 
rationale. In addition, Bacall and Ron 
Howard (the son) bring such counterfeit 
warmth and uneven playing to their 
roles that the result is a boring 
incoherence at this vital juncture where 
the important questions about the 
central character should be asked. 

So we are left with a dying gunman 
facing a town packed with outright 
vultures, aided only by three impotent, 
one-dimensional friends. Hamstrung by 
a combination of poor scripting and 


- limp acting; the roles of the three friends 


have no effect on the movie’s tone, 
conflict or resolution. Since they . 
altogether lack any moral force, they 
virtually do not exist, for that is the 
significance of the hero’s friends in 
classic westerns. They are present to 
give visible expression to counter-values 
which he cannot embody, which he must 
usually violate or transcend in order to 
make his unique contribution (e.g., Van 
Heflin’s homesteader father in Shane, 
Grace Kelly’s Quaker pacifist wife in 
High Noon). 

Stripped down to the old man and the 
vultures, the movie steps outside the 
boundaries of the western altogether, 
into a timeless, spaceless zone of pure 
combat, unadulterated warriorism, 
killing for the sake of showing how well 
and bravely it can be done. Richard 
Boone is shot three or four times in the 
gut and chest and dies spouting 
defiance.*For being such a tricky dandy 
card-shark, Hugh O’Brian takes one in 
full close-up right between his dark blue 
eyes. And Wayne himself is bowled over 
trom behind by two point-blank shotgun 
rounds. If you care for butchery cold and 
simple, here it is aplenty. 
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Ironically, with this finale (which 


somehow appeals to Schiff as “action”), 
- Wayne has violated one of his own 


angrily announced principles of western 
movie-making. Wayne roundly 
condemned High Noon when it first 
appeared in 1952 as an unfair and 
inaccurate representation of American 
society because it portrayed a hero 
unable to discover. any palpable aid 
within his community at a time when he 
faced an imminent confrontation with 
three experienced killers. Now he is 
starring in a movie not only which 
portrays him as cast out by the settled 
community but in which the buzzard- 
like local citizenry make the cowards 
and compromisers in High Noon look 
like pretty good fellows. Yet somehow, 


- although most of the people in the town 


are hardly worth the cost of firing a 
bullet into their mangy hides, Wayne 
decides to do them a good turn and rid 
the town of its three most prolific 
murderers as well as killing himself off 
in the bargain in order to escape a more 
lingering painful death. 
This is moving?

thorough, clear, well-researched,” etc. 
A particular feature of this article that 
adds to its impact is the layout. I am . 
referring to the double- -page spread with 
the one picture that occupies almost half 
the space.

It takes me back about seven or eight 
yeas ago, when I happened to catch a 
segment of the David Frost show. He 


. was interviewing two ladies from 2 
Detroit, one of whom was well-known at 


that time for leading opposition to 
busing. She would organize motorcades 
to Washington and address rallies and 
so on. The other lady was a rather soft- 
spoken advocate for busing, which she 
defended with gentle dignity. It was, 
however, a spirited session, since the 
anti-busing lady was passionate and 
articulate. 

At almost the last minute, David 
Frost suddenly revealed a large picture 
of two little girls, embracing each other 
with moving tenderness. Of course, one 
was white, the other black. 

“Now,” said Frost, “tell me what’s 


. wrong with that? Eh, what’s wrong with 
that? Tell me, tell me that!” 


The anti-buser almost strangled in 


her hurry to get a word in, but she was 


much too flustered. All I could hear was, 
“terribly unfair’’ or BS can show you 
some other pictures.” To no avail her 
protestations, which were drowned out 
in tumultous applause. Since that ti me, 
there has been a continuing growth in. 
my awareness of the use of the “little 
girl” technique in applying advocacy to 
important social and political issues. 

Detroit got its busing. Now they have 
275,000 students, of which 75 percent 
are black. About a month ago, the US’ 
Court of Appeals ordered a federal judge 
to do something about it, but added that 
it had no idea what could be done 
because of the 1974 decision by the 
Supreme Court against inter-district 
busing. Detroit has had some bad 
publicity lately with stories about a city. 
verging on anarchy and powerlessness in 
the face of rampant violence. Those two 
little girls, I suppose, have gone 
elsewhere. 

However, there is no shortage of 
pretty little girls, as is very much 
apparent from your Metco story, and 
such promotional techniques appear to 
be as popular and effective as ever.

The paper that boasts of being “Num- 
ber One in the Morning” last week made a 
strong bid to be designated “Number One 
in Shameless Puffery” — and the reper- 
cussions were felt even in the lushly car- 

- peted office of Herald American publish- 
er Bob Bergenheim. 

At issue was what Herald office wags 
were calling “‘the Delta edition’’ of last 
Wednesday’s paper, actually a replate in 
which the front page of the Herald’s reg- 


_ ular editions was replaced with a page of 


headlines, copy and photos prepared by 
the public relations staff of Delta Air 
Lines — all of it running below (and,, for 
that matter, above) the Herald’s name- 
plate, conveying the impréésion that 


editorial staffers were responsible for the 


entire egregious production... - 

Between 3000 and 3500 copies. of “the 
Delta edition” were published, according 
to Herald sources. “It was done strictly for 
a closed party at Logan [Airport],” said 
one Herald staffer who. professed to be 
surprised when informed that a Globe- 
editor had been given a copy in down- 
town Boston. “If that’s the case, Delta 
must have taken it upon themselves to 
put it out on the streets,” the Herald staf- 
fer speculated. 

Bergenheim, clearly chagrined, said of 
the “‘edition”’ : “It’s a promotional piece 
that was_not properly identified as such 

. . 1 didn’t see it until it was printed. If 
this is ever done again, I can guarantee it 
wil carry a line that says ‘Paid Adver- 
tisement’ or ‘A facsimile page prepared by 
Delta’ or something like that . 

In fairness to the Herald, it should be 
pointed out that many other newspapers 
and magazines persist in spawning what 
Reader's Digest proudly promotes as “ad- 
vertorials’’ —. paid ads in which the make- 
up and typography appear to be inten- 
tionally indistinguishable from genuine 
editorial matter. Indeed, we blush to re- 
port that the Phoenix recently lent its 
nameplate to a major movie advertiser for 
a promotional “edition” and the weekly 
Real Paper promoted on its cover an El- 
ton John iron-on T-shirt transfer, part of 
a radio station’s paid ad inside. Such sac- 
rificing of a publication’s editorial integ- 
rity is, indeed, fairly commonplace, but 
that doesn’t make it any less deplorable.

ing Globe featured on page 10 a staff-writ- 
ten’ story about the Concord, N.H. US 
District Court’s awarding $415,758 in 
damages to the husband of a woman who 
was killed in the 1973 crash. 

The Herald did not publish any ver- 
sion of the same story, although pub- 
lisher Bergenheim insisted the story ‘was 


not ordered out of the paper.”

The Globe and the Herald, meanwhile, 
can thank three street-smart reporters 
and three temperate editors for preven- 
ting the publication of stories.which un- 


_doubtedly would have inflamed racial 


tensions in Boston on the night of Sep- 
tember 9. ‘ 
The stories in question — which were 


on the presses for the early editions of 
both morning papers — concerned a white 
Jamaica-Plain youth who claimed that 
three blacks poured a flammable liquid 
on his clothing and set him afire. Police la- 
ter determined that the youth, who was 


hospitalized and treated for burns, had . 


concocted the immolation story with a 
companion while enroute to the hospital. 
The white youths actually set fire to a car 
and touched off an explosion, according to 
police. 

Before this was known, however, the 
Associated Press rushed onto its wire ma- 
chines a bulletin based on the first frag- 
mentary police reports of what the hos- 
pitalized youth claimed had occurred. 
Spokesmen for Boston’s three commer- 
cial TV stations»told the Phoenix that 
their initial reports|on the incident — 
aired at 11 p.m- and/or 2 a.m. — were 
based on the AP bulletin. Channels 4, 5 
and 7 were also hampered in their hand- 


ling of the story because of a common 


technical consideration: namely, that 
their 2 a.m. “recap” news programs. are 
videotaped shortly after the 11 pm. 
broadcasts are aired live. As a result, it 
made no difference that both AP and the 
police corrected the immolation story well 
before 2 a.m. on September 10; the sta- 
tions’ news departments had, in effect, 
closed down for the night, oblivious to the 
corrections and incapable of editing the 
pre-taped programs “in the can.” (All 
three stations aired corrected stories on 
the “hoax”’ throughout the following day.) 

At the Globe, reporter Jack Cullen — a 
former New Hampshire state trooper — 
says he became suspicious about the im- 
molation story when he learned, shortly 
after arriving for his midnight-to-8 a.m. 
shift, that the hospitalized youth was 
burned ‘“‘on the legs, face and upper 
shoulders ... and those had to be burns 


~ from a blast, not from something poured 


on you.” Night city editor Paul Hirshon 
and Cullen agreed to hold back the story 
prepared by two other reporters for the 
Globe’s first edition; then after a series of 
checks with police on the streets, Cullen 
managed to alert “lobster shift’’ city edi- 
tor Jim Monahan in time to kill the erro- 
neous story. 

A similar scenario occurred at the Her- 
ald through the combined efforts of re- 
porters John McGinn and George 
Briggs and night city editor Jack Whar- 
ton, according to city editor Bill Lewis. 
The moral of this story, it seems, is that 
there is still no substitute — sophistica- 
ted communications set-ups notwith- 
standing — for old-fashioned legwork.

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Jerry Ford goes into them as the underdog; Jimmy 
Carter says he needs only a tie to win. The question: 
Who will dissemble the best? 


The Great Debates of 1976 are unlikely 
to be great, may not even be debates, but 
nevertheless could have a profound effect 
on the outcome of this year’s presidential 
campaign. More people are expected to 
watch the debates on television and lis- 
ten to them on radio than probably will 
vote in November. Although a majority of 
the voters who will watch the debates will 
have already made up their minds, the 
electorate this year is particularly unpre- 
dictable. More than 10 percent of those 
who say they intend to vote are still un- 
decided, and nearly 25 percent of the sup- 
porters of both Carter and Ford tell poll- 
sters they might very well change their 
choices by election day. 

Jimmy Carter claims that all he needs 
is a “tie” in the debates to come out a 
winner, and he may well be right. As an 
incumbent president, Jerry Ford is tak- 
ing a calculated gamble, but it is neces- 
sary one, for if the election were held to- 
day the only two states he could be sure of 
earrying would be Kansas and Nebraska. 

In a sense, Carter is the incumbent and 
Ford the challenger. Carter enjoys a com- 
fortable lead in the polls, and his party 
boasts more than twice the number of ad- 
herents as Ford’s and savors the most uni- 
fied support both from within his party 
and from activist interest groups (not- 
ably labor unions) that the Democrats 
have had in over a decade. All Carter has 
to do in the debates is not blow it. 

Ironically, Ford’s underdog position 
puts him in a better situation to upstage 
Carter and thus “win” the debates. Ford 
has to do less than Carter to come off 
looking good. Carter comes to the de- 
bates accompanied by generally fav- 
orable press. If one is to believe some of 
his advance publicity, he is a brilliant, or 
at least extremely talented, political lea- 
der, energized by a driving moral pur- 
pose, and for some supporters the rein- 
carnation of FDR, JFK, or both. In con- 
trast, Jerry Ford’s image is that of a dolt, 
someone who even when he tries to act 
presidential seems to stumble and hit his 
head, metaphorically or otherwise. He is 
an accidental president, the caretaker of 
Nixon’s discredited administration. For 
viewers just to come away from the de- 
bates believing Carter to be less than the 
Second Coming and Ford something more 
substantial than a well-intentioned oaf 
would be a big plus for Ford. Although a 
“tie” under such circumstances might 
still be enough for Carter, it could cause a 
sizable number of voters to ask: “If 
they’re basically the same, why change?” 

In order to get around the FCC’s so- 
called “Equal Time” provision (wherein 
the networks would have to offer equal op- 
portunities for all presidential candi- 
dates to appear), the debates are being 
staged by the League of Women Voters in 
public halls, outside of the direct control 
of the networks. Thus the confrontations 
become technically ‘“‘bona fide news 
events” which television and radio sta- 
tions can cover to the permissible exclu- 
sion of the non-major party candidates. 

This first of the debates will be held 


this Thursday, September 23, at the Wal- 
nut Street Theater in Philadelphia. ‘The 
second debate will be on October 6 in San 
Francisco, and the third on October 22 
(site unspecified). Between the second 
and third debates, the vice-presidential 
candidates will appear together in some 
format. 

The League is running the show, invit- 
ing a live audience of 1000 to watch but 
not to make any noises of approval or dis- 
approval. Six League members will sel- 
ect three journalists to ask questions, as 
well as a moderator “to move things 
along.” By late last week neither the cri- 
teria for selecting the journalists nor in- 
dividual names had been decided upon. 


The ground rules 

The ground rules for the first debate, 
but not necessarily for the subsequent 
ones, call for neither Ford nor Carter to 
make an opening statement. Each candi- 
date will be allowed up to three minutes 
to answer a reporter’s question, and will 
be given up to two minutes to reply to a 
followup question. The opposing i

eign policy, his legislative specialty. He 
could score points by reminding the 
American public that the country is at 
peace and that “while Democrats get us 
into wars, Republicans get us out:” It is 
also an area where Ford has access to 
more accurate and more timely informa- 
tion. Carter, dependent on out-of-gov- 
ernment advisers, could be trapped into 
making an inaccurate or oversimplified 
statement which Ford could exploit eith- 
er during or after the debate. Carter wan- 
ted an open-ended format. The compro- 
mise entails the first debate’s being on 
domestic and economic policy, the sec- 
ond on foreign policy, and the third un- 
restricted. 

If the 20-20 hindsight of the Kerinedy- 
Nixon debates is worth anything, it is that 
the first debate is virtually the ballgame. 
This is not simply because of the endur- 
ing qualities of a first impression but be- 
cause voter interest will likely wane for

date will then have up to two minutes to 
comment. At the. conclusion of the de- 
bate each will be allowed to make a three- 
minute closing statement. 

This arrangement raises several dis- 
turbing questions. Who will the reporters 
be? It is unlikely that the League would 
knowingly pick individuals intent on fo- 
cusing attention more on themselves than 
on the candidates. But the League’s com- 
mitment to a sterile neutrality might lead 
to the selection of professional eunuchs, so 
awed by their place in history that they 
shrink from asking hard questions. Fur- 
thermore, it is unclear as to how coor- 
dinated the followup questioning will be. 
Will the debate be reduced to a desultory 
ride through unconnected issue areas? 

Another possible trouble spot, it seems, 
will be the opposing candidate’s right to 
comment. Will he use the two minutes al- 
lotted to respond to the same issue raised, 
or will he take the opportunity to make an. 
unrelated, open-field attack or reference 
which, according to the rules, would go 
unresponded to by the first candidate or 
by the reporter asking the original ques- 
tion? 

Déspite public statements that both 
sides are satisfied with the results of the 


the subsequent debates. The enduring 
contrasting images of Nixon looking hag- 
gard and Kennedy composed came es- 
sentially from the first debate and not 
from the latter ones, in which Nixon was 
more in control and did at least as well as, 
if not better than, Kennedy. 

Furthermore, the domestic-policies 
topic is, at the outset, an easier one for a 
non-incumbent to handle. All he has to do 
is point to the dozens of everyday prob- 
lems (inflation, unemployment, health 
care, red tape, taxes), attack the incum- 
bent for not doing enough, and pledge 
that he and the American people “‘can do 
better.” It’s a facile device, one which can 
put Ford or, for that matter, any incum- 
bent on the defensive during a time of 
strong public dissatisfaction with the way 
things are. Ford’s problem is to defend his 
domestic record without sounding defen- 
sive, no easy task in light of his record in 
such areas as employment, energy, hous- 
ing, and health care. 


Best defense 

Perhaps Ford’s best defense would be 
an attack on the estimated costs of im- 
plementing the Democratic platform. 
Both he and Budget Director James Lynn 


have charged that the proposals would 
cost more than $100 billion a year and . 
would require a major tax increase. The 
Democrats say no, but no one has come 
up with hard figures 

Although the Teetnesseate platform was 
fairly well-tailored to Carter’s views, it is 
still to the left of many of his basic pre- 
dilections. Remember, he came to sup- 
port the Humphrey-Hawkins full em- 
ployment bill only in the wake of his “‘eth- 
nic purity” gaffe. To the extent that Ford 
forces Carter to stand foursquare behind 


the platform, Carter will be vulnerable to - 


criticism that he’s just another Democrat _ 
offering something to everyone, without 
regard to the impact on the average work- 
ing-man’s wallet. The experience of the 
spring League of Women Voters issues 
forums was that Carter stood out in con- 
trast to his Democratic opponents, who 
made the very broad commitments which 
finally ended up in the platform. But if 


Carter runs truer to himself in dealing. 


with the nuances of a few,of these larger 
economic issues, he risks losing some of 
his more liberal supporters and could, in 
some states, make Eugene McCarthy’s 
candidacy a factor. 

Carter’s problems with the Democratic © 
platform, however, are probably less 
weighty than Ford’s with the Republican 
platform. The GOP platform was the bas- 
tard child of Ford’s presidential nomina- 
tion; there’s no question that Ronald Rea- 
gan is the father. Now Ford is faced with 
either embracing or disowning the issues. 
In embracing the platform, Ford risks los- 
ing the moderates and Independents, 
whom he needs, In moving away from it, 
he sets himself up for the same waffling 
charges he hopes to use against Carter. 
Ford has already run into this on the emo- 
tional question of abortion, a no-win is- 
sue on which neither candidate has dis- 
tinguished himself for clarity. Because it 
seems unlikely that either would bring the 
issue up voluntarily, it will be interesting 
to see what importance the panel of re- 
porters attaches to it — whether they use 
it to make the candidates squirm. 

Despite the significant differences be- 
tween the party platforms and between 
the two men on the issues, what they say 
in the debates will probably have less im- 
pact than how they say it. 

Carter has gotten where he is by care- 
fully choosing his words, emphasizing one 
aspect before one audience and another 
aspect before another audience, not real- 
ly contradicting himself but coming close 
to it. In a candidate-controlled setting, 
this device works well because it permits 
viewers or listeners to fill in gaps in the 
message according to their own selective _ 
perceptions. Because television is not a 
medium which lends itself to thoughtful 
consideration of nuance, hard followup 
questions can expose inherent contradic- 
tions. How Carter responds to such pres- 
sure will be as revealing as the content of 
his responses.

O’Neill-undoubtedly do indicate, as 
billed, a decline in the clout of the anti- 
busing movement, on which both Senate 
candidate Robert Dinsmore and 
O'Neill challenger Ed Galotti had based 
their long-shot hopes. The margin of 
future House Speaker O’Neill’s victory 
in the Italian anti-busing stronghold of 
East Boston — he carried it two-to-one 
over an Italian — can be attributed as 
well, however, to a boost from Boston 
Mayor Kevin White. White, still 
smarting from his failure to climb 
aboard the Jimmy Carter 
early on, was eager to make sure he’ll 
have at least one good connection to 
Washington come January. The Mayor 
himself appeared, the Thursday before 
the primary, at O’Neill’s Cambridge 
headquarters for a rally of City Hall 
“volunteers” brought out to help the 
Cambridge Democrat’s campaign. And 
if the Mayor’s presence alone weren’t 
enough to inspire the volunteers, White 
brought along personnel (read 
patronage) chief Jack Murphy to take 
attendance. 


— One of the big behind-the-scenes 


winners in the primary was state rep 


Frank, he of the maverick 

_ image, the one-liner wit and old-style 
political instincts. Frank has been one of 
the closest advisers to Edward Markey, 
the state rep who topped the 12-person 
dogfight, so to speak, for the vacant 
Seventh District seat in Congress. - 
Frank, in fact, helped design those 
successful Markey ads which stressed 
the Malden Democrat’s distance from 
the Beacon Hill leadership. Frank is 
quietly putting together quite a network 
of political alliances: he is close to two 
other Bay State Congressmen — 
Michael Harrington and Paul 
Tsongas; Secretary of State Paul 
Guzzi; the Boston School Committee’s 
rising star Kathleen Sullivan; and to 
his former boss and mentor Kevin 
White.

consumers may not be conversant with. 
Professor Donald S. Kosersky, who has 
spent the past three years working with 
the drug at Northeastern, is in the: midst 
of a study which thus far indicates that 
THC can markedly reduce high blood 
pressure. This preliminary conclusion 
comes from Kosersky’s work with rats 
injected with the drug, The. 
Northeastern research also points to 
possible help from THC in reducing high 
fevers. 

Kosersky’s work has been made 
possible by $5000 in federal grants from 
the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. The THC itself is supplied 


_ by the National Institute of Mental — 


Health, Kosersky, it should be noted, 
does not envision using any human 
volunteers for his work. What’s more, 
even if that work does prove to have 
applications for high blood pressure 
patients, it is not likely to mean 
legalized highs for the hypertense. 


» Kosersky says that researchers 


elsewhere are searching for THC 
“analogues,’’ drugs that would have the 


-. same impact on blood pressure — but 


without that drug’s better-known effects 
on the central nervous system.

Due to 
begin hearings on September 22, it will 
examine the need for federal regulation 
of genetic engineering and will look at

The debate over genetic research will 
revelve around the question of whether 
benefits — such as potential aid in 
combating cancer and hereditary 
defects — might be outweighed by risks 
like the possible release of new disease- 
cgusing microorganisms.

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Out the schools and into the woods 


peic) ~ Racial cooperation and the Outdoor Action Program

The large, wrought-iron gates surroun- 


_ding the fortress-like red brick high school 


in Hyde Park could not shut out the winds 
of racial violence swirling through the 
streets of Boston those last few weeks of 
April. The school corridors were again 
lined with police, stalwartly waiting for 
the growing tension to snap. 

A black lawyer had been beaten by 
white anti-busing demonstrators in front 
of City Hall. Soon-after — the week of 
Easter vacation — the reprisals hit the 
streets: a white man stoned virtually to 
death by black youths; a 17-year-old 
white girl stoned by blacks; a 26-year-old 
black woman and her five-year-old son 
beaten with baseball bats by a white 
gang. And despite beefed-up police pa- 
trols, black and white kids were still hurl- 
ing rocks at passing motorists of the 
“wrong” color when a bomb ripped 
through the Suffolk County courthouse, 
capping the two-week spree of violence 
and leaving another 20 persons injured. 

_ And now the waiting was over. Only 
three days after the metal detectors had 
been reactivated to welcome the students 
back to school, Hyde Park High School 
was closed again. The tension had erup- 


_ ted in a violent confrontation between 


black and white students outside the 
building. A. battalion of riot-clad police 
had scattered the white kids throughout 
the neighborhood and driven the blacks 


into their buses, to be réturned to their 
homes several miles away. 


Only 15 minutes later, Michael Don- 
ato, the young, recently appointed act- 
ing headmaster, stood on the barren audi- 
torium stage surveying his “team’’ as they 
sauntered into seats in the first several 
rows. They had been through this before 
with other headmasters at Hyde Park 
High, these slightly worn and battle-wary

teachers. But Donato was their leader — 
their coach — and listening to post-riot 
pep talks was part of the job. Less than 
four months before Donato had been a 
football coach at Roslindale High School, 
a couple of miles away. Now the rules had 
all changed and the game had gone hay- 
wire. A different set of teams — students, 
one group white, the other black — had 
played the game according tq the rules set 
down in the rest of the city the previous 
week. They did it with rocks, fists, and 
name-calling. When it was all over about 
eight persons were injured. Nothing really 
new for Hyde Park High since court-or- 
dered desegregation went into effect two 
years ago. And now it was Mike Donato’s 
turn to say what everyone already knew. 
“We are dealing with an element here, an 
element that’s as real as air or water a 
and that element is hatred.” 
* * * 

The streamlined coach bus filled with 
jabbering Hyde Park High School stu- 
dents pulled away from the school and 
headed south, down Route 138 through 
Canton and Milton to Stonehill College, 
in the quiet tree-lined community of Eas- 
ton, about halfway between Boston and 
the Cape. Foreign, neutral turf. Light- 
years from the problems at school, the all- 
black neighborhoods in Mattapan and the 
all-white homes in Hyde Park. 

Stoned-Hill College, many of the stu- 
dents and teachers called it. A day in the 
country to fool around and get high. And 
several of the 12 black and 17 white stu- 
dents had already begun the ritual on the 
back of the bus until a teacher caught a 
waft of the familiar smoke drifting tow- 
ard the front. 

But the high school faculty and coor- 
dinators at Stonehill had slightly loftier 
reasons for taking the kids to the college 
g than just a day of fun in the country.

and his garden 
urban delights 


Down on the South End farm 


by Jeff Sommer 

Luis Lopez found his way back to the 
land this summer — without ever having 
to leave the South End. 

He spent most of the daylight houts 
working in the new community garden at 
the corner of Rutland and Washington 
Streets, down the block from his apart- 
ment. 

The garden is located on a big lot, 50 by 
100 feet in size. Trains roar over the ele- 
vated tracks above Washington Street a 
scant 20 feet away. In June, the lot was 
littered with rubble. In July, Luis and his 
family and neighbors cleaned it, raked 
fresh topsoil over it and divided it into a 
dozen separate plots. On one of them, 
Luis, his wife and their children are 
growing vegetables. On the others, their 
neighbors are doing the same. 

“Letting us make a garden on that land 
was the best thing the city could do,” Luis 
says slowly, groping for words, in an ac- 
cent heavy with the flavor of rurual Puer- 
to Rico. 

He is in his mid-30s, a 1 short, stocky, 
moustachioed man with a warm smile. 
Nearly every day this summer, he spent 
one or two hours caring for the vegetables 
on his plet — tomatoes, potatoes, beans, 
corn, sweet potatoes, green peppers, hot 
peppers and diverse Spanish spices (Luis 
doesn’t know their English names). 
“When I'm done with my garden, I help 
the others,’’ he says. ““The other people 
are from the city. They don’t know how to 
use the land. So I show them.” 

Luis was born on a farm near the vil- 
lage of Araceibo. When he was 12, he quit 
school to help his father with the farm 
chores. His family was poor. “I left Puer- 
to Rico seven or eight years ago. I come 
here and send back money to help my fa- 
ther,”’ Luis says. 

For a year, he worked on a farm in New 
Jersey, then moved to Boston. Except for 
a few trips back to Puerto Rico “to help 
my brother plant,” his farming days were 
over. 

Luis is married and has four children. 
He works as a teacher’s aide at the Carter 
School in Lower Roxbury from Septem- 
ber to June. He says he likes the job be- 
cause “I love children and it lets me be 
with my family in the summer.” 

His yen for farming did not let up, 
though. Luis indulged it somewhat by 
planting a little vegetable garden behind 
his apartment building. But each day he 
passed the big abandoned lot on the cor- 
ner and “thought what a good place it 
would be for growing vegetables.” 

In June one of his children told him 
that some community organizers had got- 
ten permission from the city for com- 
munity residents to do just that. (Ac- 
tually, the Boston Redevelopment Auth- 
ority owns the Rutland Street site and 
scores of others throughout Boston.) The 
organizers called a meeting and Luis was 


. there. 


They explained that they had gotten 
the BRA and private contractors to do- 
nate equipment and labor to clear the lot; 
that the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion would give them topsoil from the 
Marlboro Tidal Basin; that the National 
Guard and private contractors would 
truck in the dirt; that the United South 
End Settlements would give them tools;

and that the Department of Public Works 


would give them equipment to hook up to 


fire hydrants to irrigate the gardens. 

This was all Luis and the other people 
on Rutland Street needed to hear. By 
mid-July the lot had been fully planted, 
and its crops are sprouting now. With his 
hard-won farming knowledge, Luis be- 
came a kind of garden leader. - 

“My family will save $200 or $300 by 
growing vegetables here,” Luis says. “I 
tell the others that if they plant and work 
they will save the same.” 

But what Luis likes most about the gar- 
den is that it gives him a chance to work 


on the land and to teach others. “Es-- 


pecially my children,” Luis says. “They 
live in the city. Now I show them how to 
plant and grow.” 

More than a score of people have 
worked.on the Rutland Street plot. ““The 
others are families, like ours,” Luis says. 
“Everybody comes out to work.” 

The Rutland Street garden is only one 
of seven community gardens started this 
year in the South End and Lower Rox- 


bury — the largest urban renewal project 
in the country — on lots owned by the 


BRA, at little cost to the public and with. 


immense community enthusiasm. 

The lots had been idle for years. They 
were, in most cases, the sites of buildings 
~ that had been demolished in the BRA’s 
ambitious — some would say insensitive 
— urban renewal efforts. Residents of the 
community, organized by the South End 
Project Area Committee (SEPAC) — a 
watchdog group set up by the city to over- 
_see urban development within the South 
End and Lower Roxbury — had opposed 
the BRA’s planned replacement housing. 

Residents said rents in the new buil- 


dings would be too high for them to af-. 


ford. Many people had been forced out of 
their apartments with the promise that 
the new housing would be built for them. 

Residents left in the community wanted 
to make sure that it would be, and their 
protests stalled the BRA’s plans — which 
were finally stopped when federal funds 
dried up. The abandoned lots are a bitter

The Suffolk County grand jury 
investigation of the events pre- 
cipitating former Boston Re-

John Warner’s resignation in 
1971 ended on September 8 with 
a thud. 

The grand jury, announcing 
that, based on the evidence, it 
had not found sufficient cause to 
issue any indictments, con- 


cluded its work without really re-.

case. 
Nevertheless, the principal 
figure in the probe, John War- 
ner, is satisfied with the out- 
come, his attorney Manuel Sher- 
man said in an interview with 
the Phoenix. 

Sherman, who has advised his 
client not to talk to any member 
of the media, said that Warner 
believes the grand jury’s action 
“proved his innocence.” Those 
who have followed the case close- 
ly, though, believe that the jury’s 
finding reflected its confusion 
over conflicting testimony. 

During the proceedings, which 
began in April, the jury heard a 
parade of witnesses — including 
Mayor Kevin H. White, his for- 
mer aide, Rep. Barney Frank,

Patronage, as Governor Mi- 
chael Dukakis has discovered 
much to his chagrin, is an invid- 
ious disease of the political sys- 
tem, as difficult to prevent as it 
is to cure. 

In a traditional, even classic 
form, the political infection 
struck again this summer. This 
time the victim was a special 
jobs program designed to put un- 
employed kids to constructive 
work maintaining the state’s 
beaches, fields and roadways. 
The principle was sound: for $2 
million, appropriated by the leg- 
islature, the Department of Pub- 
lic Works and the Metropolitan 
District Commission could gain- 
fully employ more than 2000 
needy youths who, otherwise id- 
led, might bring trouble down 
upon. themselves and their com- 
munities. 

The summer job rolls in the 
past had been the breeding 
ground for blatant patronage. 
When Frank Sargent was gover- 
nor, legislators walked around 
with coded cards, their degree of 
‘cooperation with the adminis- 
tration reflected by the number

Dukakis nibbles the patronage 


Repelled by largesse — but he'll settle for less 


of jobs to which they were enti- 
tled — a figure stated right there 
in black and white. It was a pre- 
cise system — a central moving 
force in the governmental pro- 
cess. You help us; we'll help you. 

Dukakis was repelled by this, 
campaigned against it, and, if 


the returns were an indication, 


represented a widely held atti- 
tude among the general public: 
that patronage should give way 
to the merit system. But it is one 
thing to oppose the time-hon- 
ored quid pro quo concept of gov- 
ernment and quite another to 
end it..If Dukakis and a small 
number of good government 
zealots he brought into the ad- 
ministration would have no part 
of the patronage game, a major- 
ity of his staff — as well as many 
key agency and cabinet heads — 
felt no such commitment. They 
were less concerned with. the 
creation of an ideal government 
than they were with the mun- 
dane goals of next year’s budget 
or a pending piece of desired leg- 
islation. 

And if accommodating the leg- 
islative leadership’s request that 
so and so be put on a certain pay- 


He'd opt for a lottery 
roll for 60 or 90 days could fur- 
ther their goals, it was, well, a 
reasonable tradeoff. 

As a result, well into the sec- 
ond year of Dukakis’s term, pa- 
tronage continues to exist in 
state government. If it is not as 
widespread as in the past, there 
is nevertheless no evidence that 
the old system is withering away. 


If the governor himself no longer 
dinates continue to deal albeit 
more cautiously than before. 

“The problem now,” says one 
high ranking legislator, refer- 
ring to Dukakis’s agency heads, 
“is [for them] to comply with the 
stated policy of the administra- 
tion while continuing to cooper- 
ate with the legislature.” Cau- 
tion, not abstinence, is the rule 
of the day. —. 

While Dukakis’s staff almost 
from the start has known that 
the administration has been 
playing the patronage game, the 
Governor himself began to face 
the facts only recently, as the 
true nature of the summer jobs 
program became clear. 

Soon after it was proposed as a 
method of defusing the poten- 
tial for a violent summer, es- 
pecially in racially tense Bos- 
ton, the DPW-MDC summer 
jobs bill ran into trouble. Law- 
makers from western and south- 
ern districts balked at voting an 
appropriation that would be con- 
centrated in the Boston area.

He obtained assurances 
from pivotal legislators from the 
provinces that they would drop 
their opposition to the plan if the 
jobs were spread statewide and if 
they could be assured of access 
to some of them. Armed with 
such assurances, MacLean re- 
portedly then obtained prom- 
ises from MDC Chief Jack 
Snedeker and DPW Commis- 
sioner John Carroll that some of

to insure passage of the pro- 
gram. 
Patronage served its time-hon- 
ored purpose. The bill passed. 
The program was created and 
kids from around the state were 
put to work cleaning beaches, 
painting fences and collecting - 
debris. Most of the summer. 
workers obtained their jobs by 


the established procedure — ap- 


plying at their local Division of 
Employment Security offices on 
a first-come, first-serve basis. 
Some did not. 


. The son of one lawmaker ex- 
plained in August how he got his — 
job: “I asked my dad; he got it 
for me.” This kid was not the 
only patronage employee. At 
least three other legislators man- 
aged to place relatives with the 
DPW. Beyond that, an employ- 
ee with the House Ways and 
Means Committee insists his 
nephew got a sunmimer job 


through the intervention of -his 
mother who works for Secretary 


of State Paul Guzzi. One Suf- 
folk County rep says he asked a 
top lieutenant to the governor 
how he could find summer jobs 
for children of constituents. 
“They said [the legislative] lead- 
ership had control of the jobs,” 
this legislator reported last week. 

Dukakis’s position on patron- 
age and that of some subordin- 
ates were clearly in conflict. 
When the son of a Dukakis loy- 
alist complained to the gover- 
nor’s office of special considera- . 
tions given to certain, well-con- 
nected applicants, the matter 
was turned over to Carroll for his 
investigation. Carroll reportedly 
called the complaining youth, 
but instead of asking him for de- 
tails, the DPW chief offered the 
kid a job over the phone! 


Leadership, of course, did not — 


control all the jobs or even a ma- 
jority. “Out of the 2000,” says a 
member of the legislative lead- 
ership, “we controlled maybe 
100 at the outside, and maybe 75 
or 80 deserved their jobs in the 
first place.” It was certainly a far - 
cry from the Sargent days when 
almost all the jobs were used in 
legislative * barter. Carroll and 
Snedeker had bargained with 
only enough to save the pro- 
gram. 


Already upset with Snede- 
ker’s chummy relations with the 
legislature — a relationship that 
allowed the MDC chief to win a 
number of earlier concessions in- 
cluding a budget larger than Du- 
kakis would have preferred — 
the governor was far from 
pleased when evidence of pa- 
tronage in the summer job pro- 
gram began reaching him last 
month. 

At one of the weekly cabinet 
meetings used to trumpet ad- 
ministration ‘‘accomplish- 
ments,” Dukakis was less than 
his usually effusive self when the 
discussion turned to the sum- 
mer job program. “It sounds as 
though we had a reasonably good

To function properly, the transducers (designated as woofer 
and tweeter) are designed to cover a specific range of musical ; 
information. The lower musical frequencies (which are 
covered by the woofer) incorporate most of the fundamental © 
musical range. The upper frequencies (covered by the 
tweeter) include principally the overtones (harmonics) which ~ 
give a particular voice or instrument its characteristic sound. | 
The cross-over network sees to it that these drivers receive 

the appropriate frequencies by channeling and filtering the 
audio signal in proper proportion and compensating for 
differences in driver efficiency. The ultimate goal of this 
process is the re-integration of the audio signal into a musical 
whole that closely matches its original source. 


The individual character of a given two-way system is the 
result of a particular designer’s goals. These objectives (which 
have to be considered against manufacturing cost) include 
such factors as dynamic range (how loud the system can play), 
frequency response, and power handling capability. Often, 
meeting one of these objectives will necessitate the limiting 
of another. Thus no one speaker is universally suitable for all 
musical requirements. It is therefore imperative to carefully © 
assess your musical preferences before listening to different 
speakers. Auditioning loudspeakers with music you like and 
at a level you will later play it makes choosing the right

forgot about all the problems at 


Hyde Park. We just played 
games together and didn’t think 
about all the racial tensions. 
But,” he added, suddenly turn- 
ing serious, “I don’t think these 
relationships will last.”” “When 
we get back to school,” ex- 
plained James, a black student 
from the same homeroom, “the 
white kids will be with the other 
whites and one kid’ll say, ‘I don’t 
like niggers’, and the rest of 
them will just go along. That’s 
the way it is. That’s the way 


people act.” 
Joseph, a white student, 
agreed, “Everything changes 


when you get back to school. 
Blacks and whites hang out in 
large groups and when word gets 
out there’s trouble, the blacks go 
with the blacks and the whites go 
with the whites. It’s still gonna 
be disaster.’ Back at Hyde Park 
High, Robert Tuhey, a white 16- 
year-old senior who went 
through the Outdoor Action pro- 
gram two summers ago after it 
was initially devised as a train- 


. ing program for student aides 


(the schools’ bi-racial team of 
junior peacemakers), gave the 
program the ultimate nod. (‘It 
proves that whites need blacks 
and blacks need whites to be 
able to get things done. It was 
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weird the way everyone got 
along. It wasn’t like school at 
all.” 

Gail O'Reilly, faculty senate 
president and high school coor- 
dinator for the Outdoor Action 
Program, said the program de- 


velops a “spirit of cooperation” 


—a feeling among the students 
that is all too short-lived. “I'd 
like to think that spirit lasts in 
school and in their lives but in 
view of the fact that we've had so 
much trouble here . 

“T can’t be terribly optimistic 
about the long-lasting effects of 
the nrogram,” she said. “There 
are too many other pressures on 
the kids — unfortunately. If the 
kids could be by themselves 
without the pressure of the 
neighborhoods, that spirit of co- 
operation would last. But they 
forget about the good exper- 
iences and get swept away with 
it all. It’s sad that the kids can 
have fun together, cooperate and 
work together, and then they 
have to come back to the ten- 
sions and peer pressure. They're 
forced to forget that good exper- 
ience.”’ 

“I think those good feelings 
could last,” Mike Donato-said as 
he shuffled the papers that over- 
whelm his tiny desk and hang in 
clumps from the bulletin boards 
on one of the faded walls of the 
headmasters office. “But it’s 
really too bad. Despite what we 
do there’s tremendous peer pres- 
sure here. You can go down to 


people working together, touching 


each other in a non-violent way, 
being physically supportive. But 
since it’s an isolated program, it 
probably doesn’t carry over... . 
They forget what happened out 


here when they return to school,’ 


observes Paul Pieri. 


the lunch room any day of the 
week and see blacks sitting with 
blacks and whites sitting with 
whites. There are almost no ex- 
ceptions here.” 

A haze of tobacco smoke en- 
shrouds the teachers’ lunch 
room, just off the noisy cafeteria 


in the school’s basement. It is a_ 


place to smooth out jangled 
nerves with a cup of coffee, con- 
versation and.a cigarette or two. 
“Teaching would be a great pro- 
fession if it weren’t for the kids,” 
a faculty pundit remarks. The 
teachers are under pressure too. 
“That Outdoor Action program 
is a joke,”’ one says. “The kids 
are going out there to get away 
from school for the day. What we 
really need 1s tighter discipline 
around here. We should be sus- 
pending those jokers who ‘are 
causing all the trouble — not 


taking them out to the country to 
have fun. Besides, you can’t 
change racial attitudes in one 
day. You can change behavior, 
but you can’t change. atti- 
tudes.” 

Many of the teachers at Hyde 
Park High School are bitter and 


frustrated. Bitter because years 


of training and experience never 
prepared them for the hostility 
they now must face in the corri- 
dors and classrooms every day — 
the kids who still can’t read and 
write by the time they enter high 
school and who in turn become 
frustrated, start fights, call them 
names and disrupt their classes. 
Bitter because busing and the 
racial tension. that goes with it 
have made the often difficult job 
ot teaching in the inner city just 
that much tougher. And they are 
frustrated because there really

are no easy answers. “Disci- 
_pline,” they yell, “You’ve gotta 
“get tough with these kids.” But 
325 suspensions last year and 
scores of parent conferences and 
telephone calls home have done 
little. 

“Most of the faculty would say 
you can’t change the fact that 
there’s violence at Hyde Park 
High School,” said Gay Moran, 
an art teacher and co-chairman 
of the faculty senate. “They 
would say you can at léast struc- 
ture the school to keep racial 
confrontations to a minimum. If 
you can’t change racial atti- 


tudes at least you can punish be-__ 


havior. But,” she conceded, “a 
strong code of discipline doesn’t 
change attitudes — it only re- 
duces the possibility of viol- 
ence.” 

“Discipline is important,” 
Mike Donato added. “You can’t 


conduct a class unless students 


are amenable to learning. But 
discipline is not the answer to 
racial tension...Discipline is 
necessdry in any school but it’s 
not the cure-all. You can’t put a 
policeman in every class and say 
to the kids ‘You have to learn.’ 
We can’t allow discipline to be a 
crutch for the problems at Hyde 
Park High School. The more ser- 
ious problems here stem from 
racial and cultural problems — 
the fights and riots. And it’s ab- 
solutely necessary to break down 
prejudicial attitudes for those 
kids who have to come to Hyde 
Park High. Sure it’s difficult to 
They’re 
deeprooted. The kids are bom- 
barded with negative things 
from the press, their parents and 
friends. They’re forced to take a 
side — busing or anti-busing. 
The Outdoor Action Program is 
not the panacea — but it is one 
way to help change things.” 
‘We shouldn’t try to force kids 

to love one another, ’cause that’s 
not going to happen,” said Wy- 
ola Garrett, a black mother of 
eight. Mrs. Garrett is*the co- 


| chairperson of the bi-racial coun- 


cil at Hyde Park High, a group of 
parents — black and white — 
trying to make desegregation 
work for their children. “But this 
kind of program can at least get 
them to work together. Working 
as a team helps you to cross the 
color line. If you’re trying to get 
over a twelve-foot wall and a kid 
is reaching his hand for you, 
you're not going to give a damn 
what color he-is. You need his 
help. If you walk out of this buil- 
ding and get a job, you’re not go- 


_ing to look at the guy sitting next 


to you to see what color he is be- 
fore you take that job. You need 
that job. You don’t have to love 
someone to work along with 
them. 

“Learning to cope, to work to- 
gether irrespective of your be- 
liefs, that’s what this program is 
all about,’’ Mrs. .Garrett said.

bates will be a test of which candidate ap- 
pears more presidential. But how do you 
look presidential on television? Just ap- 
pearing there gives Carter stature. Jerry 
Ford won’t be wearing a presidential seal 
around his neck, and one would assume 
that Carter is more likely to call his op- 
ponent Mr. Ford than Mr. President. How 
do you convey years of experience to a 
television audience? Or the quality of that 
experience? By rattling off facts and fig- 
ures? Surely that is a counterfeit ap- 
proach. But a mere comparison of Car- 
ter’s four years as governor with Ford’s 
career on Capitol Hill and in the White 
House is tantamount to comparing ap- 
ples and oranges. More than one observer 
has said that physical differences in sta- 
ture and composure will determine the 
outcome. If the camera shows the two to- 
gether, Ford, the larger, will have the 
edge. In such contests, there is a pre- 
mium placed on self-composed assertive- 
ness, but not on aggressiveness. Carter, so 
often the cool man, could become hot if 
his attack on Ford is perceived as too ag- 
gressive. It is easier to hang the legacy of 
the Nixon administration around Ford’s 
neck when Ford’s not there in person. 
There are a lot of legitimate areas of con- 
tinuity between the Ford and Nixon ad- 
ministrations, but Carter has to be care- 
ful not to portray Ford as Evil Incarnate. 
To bring out the heavy artillery may pro- 
duce a wellspring of sympathy for the am- 


agg ex-football player from Grand Rap- 
Because of television’s tendency at once 
to condense and magnify, just as Carter’s 
vigorous moral assertiveness could ap- 
pear too aggressive, Ford’s calm integrity 
could come across as bland indolence. 

Independent of the candidates’ words, 
camera angles could play a significant 
part in voter perceptions. To what extent 
will the camera focus.on the candidate 
who is not speaking? Are his hands quiet 
or agitated? Are his features tense; does 
his mind appear to be wandering? Is his 
smile forced? Does his lip quiver in ner- 
vousness? Will one score better in color 
than in black-and-white? Will Carter’s 
eyes be warm or calculating? Will Ford’s 
eyes look benevolent or dumb? Remem- 
ber that those who heard the first Nixon- 
Kennedy debate on the radio, and did not 
see it on television, believed Nixon was 
the winner. 


Both candidates are taking the debates 
very seriously. Carter is preparing with 
briefing papers and crowd-testing parti- 
san attacks as he criss-crosses the coun- 
try. Ford has been closeted in the White 
House with a speech coach and the me- 
dia adviser who worked with him before 
his surprisingly good convention speech. 
In watching the debates, it is probably 
useful to remember the message of Mach- 
iavelli to Prince Lorenzo: in politics, one 
does not have to be good as long as he ap-

The sun was shining in Fox- 
boro on Sunday morning. This is 
noteworthy largely because last 
year, when the Patriots achieved 
an all-time low of 54,212 for a 
Schaefer Stadium opener, the 
weather was blamed. This year, 
on a perfectly lovely afternoon, 


_the numbers had dwindled to 


43,637 (tickets distributed)..and 
43,512 (actual attendance after 
no-shows). Meaning that (a) 
nearly 20,000 people, compared 
to last year, utterly spurned the 


Patriots and (b) 125 more tick- 


et-holders had the good sense to 
stay at home. 

It wasn’t so much that the Pa- 
triots ‘disgraced themselves — 
they were, after all, playing a 
much better team. Nor was it 
that after BC-Texas anything 
would have been anticlimactic 
— it would have, but no more 
than a few thousand people went 
to both games. It’s just that, as 
the ubiquitous Upton Bell, who 


once served as the general man- 


ager of the team, noted after the 
Pats-Colts game, “nothing ever - 
changes around here, does it?” 


No, nothing does, which is pre- 
cisely why people are staying 
away in droves. In six seasons at 
Schaefer Stadium, the Patriots 
have now been through 204 faces 
— an awful lot, when you con- 
sider that only 11 men can play 
the game at once — yet they still 
represent mediocrity incarnate. 
A young team of promising 23- 
and 24-year-olds just good 
enough to be beaten out by an- 
other batch of 23- and 24-year- 
olds a season or two later is, in- 
exorably, going to start losing 
fans. 


As suspected, the Colt’s inter- 
necine battles of a week before 
had, if anything, welded them 


“into an even stronger team. 


When head coach Ted Marchi- 
broda resigned in a dispute over 
control of the team on the field 
with owner Robert Irsay, the 
whole football team had threat- 
ened to go with him, and once 
Irsay yielded and took Marchi- 
broda . back, _it gave the Bal- 
timore players added incentive 
to go out and kick ass for the 
coach. (One suspects that in the 


- same situation damned few Pa- 


triot players could be found will- 
ing to boycott in support of 
Chuck Fairbanks.) 

The Patriots’ morale was 
scarcely soaring. A rash of pre- 
season injuries had put a dam- 
per on everything, and then Fair- 
banks had performed what was 
at the very least an act of gross 
insensitivity. when, after the 
final cut, he had belatedly given 
popular veteran tight end Bob 
Windsor his walking papers — in 
order to make room for a player 
he subsequently placed on

Given all this, suffice to say 
that there were happier teams in 
football even before Ike Forte 
tumbled on the second play of 
the game last Sunday to give the 
Colts a first and 10 on the Pa- 
triots 14 before a minute had 
been played. Four plays later 
New England trailed 3-0. after 
Toni Linhart (who, according to 
the program, played his college 
football at “‘Austria Tech’’) 
kicked a 28-yard field goal. 

The Patriots tied it back up 
when John Smith capped a 10- 
minute drive with a 3l-yarder of 
his own, and another Smith field 
goal in the second period gave 
the Pats a 6-3 lead that they ap- 
peared destined to take into the 
locker room.

Not that the second half was 
without its curious moments —

sulting in Grogan’s being sacked. 

“Tt didn’ t seem bad at the 
time,” shruggéd Grogan.

In truth, the Pats had run the 


ball on them very well — some- 


times (as in the drive for the first

The offerisive line is the most 
improved area of thé Patriots 
team — remember, the  inade- 
quacy of the line was a big fac- 
tor in Jim Plunkett’s decision to 
depart, that.and the propensity 
of Foxboro crowds to boo him 
and demand Grogan. On Sun- 
day, at least, the line was noth- 
ing short of superb-in protecting 
Grogan, though, as even he read- 
ily concedes — which makes his 
four interceptions (three by Wal- 
lace) still more, well, disheart- 
ening. Suffice again to say that a 
couple of more games like this 
will find the faithful booing Gro- 
gan and velling for Plunkett — 
or at the very least, for Tom 
Qwen, the backup quarterback 
the Patsies got for Plunk |... 

Finally, a measure. of. the 
esteem in which the Pats are cur- 
rently held was graphically 
demonstrated after Sunday’ $s 
game.

organizers of the South End Gar- 
den Project have their way, one 


day all the abandoned lots in the 


South End and Lower Roxbury 
— and all the vacant land in 
Boston — will be used to grow 
food for.Boston’s people. 

One of the people most re- 
sponsible for the existence of 
these new urban gardens is Char- 
lotte Kahn, a young SEPAC rep- 


- resentative. A resident of Lower 
Roxbury, she helped start a 


small garden in her own neigh- 
borhood and then got the idea of 
working on a larger scale. 

So she contacted State Rep- 
resentative Mel King, whose dis- 
trict includes Lower Roxbury 
and the South End (both part of 
the South End urban develop- 
area supervised by 
SEPAC). The Massachusetts 
Gardening and Farm Act of 
1974, sponsored by King, “gave 
individuals the right to use pub- 
lic land for gardening and farm- 
ing,” King says. With the help of 
King’s office, Kahn and other 
community activists selected 10 


- large BRA-owned lots; there 


were no plans to build on any of 
them in the near future. Seven of 
the lots later became gardens. 
Kahn persuaded city agen- 
cies, private companies, foun- 
dations and individuals to 
donate labor, money, equip- 
ment and materials for the ven- 
ture. Through King’s office she 


learned that money was avail- 


able for job-producing neighbor- 
hood development projects 
through the State Manpower 
Services Council under the 
Massachusetts Local Initiative 
Program. Kahn persuaded 
SEPAC ‘to sponsor an applica- 
tion to fund the Garden Project; 


SEPAC, in turn, combined the |. 


gardens with a cultural program 
and called the combination the 
“Open Space Program.” The 
State Manpower Services Coun- 
cil approved a grant for “Open 
Space”’ effective June 28. 

The Open Space. allocation 
gave the Garden Project money 
for materials and equipment. It 
also provided for the hiring of 
three gardener-organizers and 
three carpenters to help with 
landscaping and building 
benches,. tables and frames for 
murals, all designed to make the 
gardens centers for community 
recreation. 

The total six-month budget for 
Open Space is $41,000. So far, 
relatively little of that money 
has been used to finance the gar- 
dens. Only $1000 has been spent 
on garden supplies so far, ac- 
cording to Shaka Nkosi, the di- 
rector of Open Space. The car- 
penters and gardener-organizers 
receive $150 a week, Nkosi says, 
but their hiring was staggered so 
that it was not until the end of 
July that all were working. 

Most of the crucial work to 
prepare the gardens, though, was 
completed by July 15 — by vol- 
unteer contractors and agencies 
and by community residents like 
Luis Lopez. Most of the sup- 
plies and equipment for the gar- 
dens were donated < in re- 
sponse to the appeals of Char- 
lotte Kahn and the Open Space 
staff. 

The level of public funding for 
the South End Garden Projects 
appears to be particularly mod- 
est when compared to the more 
than $500,000 that is being spent 
on 21 city-sponsored, federally- 
funded Boston Revival Gardens 
throughout the city, according to 
Stuart Argus of the Public Fa- 
cilities Department. The Revi- 
val Gardens are generally much 
larger and more elaborately con- 
structed than their Open Space 
counterparts. But they are be- 
ing built by hired contractors at 
a much greater cost to the pub- 


~ 


lic. And many of them lag far be- 
hind the Open Space gardens in 


,terms of community participa- 


tion and actual planting.’ . 

Because it considered the 
Open Space gardens “a case of 
people in a community helping 
themselves grow food on land 
that was, essentially, aban- 
doned by the government,” Ox- 
fam-America, an international 
relief organization based in Bos- 
ton, decided to make the South 
End gardens the first project in 
the United States that it would 
support, according to Nathan 
Gray, the organization’s assis- 
tant director. 

“In recent months, we’ve di- 
vided our promotional efforts be- 
tween a reclamation project in 
Gorom-Gorom, Upper Volta, 
and the South End project, ” 


‘Gray says. “We've always sup- 


ported Third World projects. 
While Boston isn’t in the Third 
World, there are a lot of Third 


World people here — especially 
in the South End and Roxbury. 


‘Our offices are located in the 


South End. It’s a caseof neigh- 
bors helping -neighbors. And 
we’ve found some striking para- 
llels between the South End Pro- 
ject and the project in Upper 
Volta. 

“There was a terrible drought 


in Gorom-Gorom. The govern- 


ment said the land there was 
ruined, unusable. The implica- 
tion was that the people had to 
leave. We wanted to help out, 
but we believe that simply pour- 
ing money and technology into 
an area is pointless: it creates de- 
pendency. The point is helping 
people change their lives. We 
gave the people in Gorom-Gor- 
om expertise they didn’t have — 
and they’ve been reviving their 
land themselves. 

“The same thing is hap- 
pening in the South End — al- 
though our has been 


ee The land was 


collecting garbage. By neglect- 
ing it, the government was say- 
ing it was useless. The people in 
the South End are fighting that 
fatalism and reviving the land. 
And they’re doing it themselves, 
more effectively than the gov- 
ernment or outside contractors 
could do it for them.” 
Charlotte Kahn sees the gar- 
dens as a question of “self-de- 
termination, of people getting 
control of their land.” She be- 
lieves the project has been suc- 
cessful so far “because it makes 
use of the talents of the people 
who live here. Many of them 
come from rural areas in the 
South, Puerto Rico, the other 
Caribbean Islands, China, and 
the Middle East. They teach 
those of us from the city how to 
use the earth. There are 39 eth- 
nic groups here — more than 
anywhere else in the city, may- 
be more than oe in the 
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country. It’s a pleasant, safe 

place and it’s still got diversity. 

We feel we’re showing the rest of 

the city that you can have a mul- 

ti-ethnic community that 
works. ” 

“The Garden Project is just 
the beginning,” adds Mel King. 
“We want to get into compost- 
ing — producing our own top- 
soil, making people more self- 
sufficient. We want to use the 
manure at the racetracks. The 
gardens will spread. We'd like to 
see the Southwest Corridor be- 
come a garden.” 

And Luis Lopez, who “never 
did anything with politics be- 
fore,” is now committed not only 
to “planting early next spring so 
we can grow more vegetables,” 
but to sprouting more gardens 
around the city. 

“I want to teach others how to 
plant. Gardens make the city a 
beautiful place,” he says with a

Freud, fright and Claire Bloom ©

The Turn of the Screw certainly has the 
makings of a Pinter play — what John 
Simon calls a “fearjerker.” Bly is The 
Room, a remote and vaguely sinister set- 
ting sufficient unto itself. Outside lurk 
the alleged shades of carrot-topped Quint 
and his paramour, the “infamous” Miss 
Jessel, who may or may not exist but who 
nonetheless threaten the family, such as it 
is. Of course there is the power struggle 
between the governess and the ghosts for 
possession of the darlings, and between 
the governess and her towheaded charges. 
In the relationship between the governess 
and young Miles, and in the love of the 
two children for each other, there are — 


perhaps — disturbing sexual overtones. 
And under a shroud of purposeful ambig- 
uity the Unnamed Evil festers. Finally 
there is the Henry James novella’s con- 
summate trickery, which, even were there 
no other common ground, would sound as 
the wail of Sirens on the shoals off Ithaca 
for Harold Pinter. 

There is little mystery, then, in play- 
wright Pinter’s having opted to direct The 
Innocents, William Archibald’s 1950 dra- 
matic adaption of The Turn of the Screw. 
What fascinates is that, to a large extent, 
even Pinter, who would seem a brilliant 
choice, fails with this ominous but static 
play now appearing at the Colonial and 
bound for Broadway. “The Grand Pau- 


seur”’ of playwrights is no new hand at di- 
recting, having most recently staged a 
London revival of, of all things, Blythe 
Spirit (compare the plot to that of Pin- 
ter’s own Old Times) and both Simon 
Gray’s vitriolic Butley and his Otherwise 
Engaged. (While Pinter is clearly ghost- 
happy of late, the Gray connection is less 
obvious. Certainly Butley is more reminis- 

cent of Albee and Osborne than Pinter.) 
Pinter’s production of The Innocents, 
starring Claire Bloom as the vigilante gov- 
erness, is eerie but muddled. James’s tale 
of hobgoblins, domination and suspense 
has lent itself, without seeming delib- 
erately vague, to as many interpretations

The General gives himself away

IDI AMIN DADA: A SELF- 
PORTRAIT. Directed by 
Barbet Schroeder. At the 
Orson Welles and Cinema 57. 


Idi Amin is laughing. It’s a 
genial, avuncular laugh, but it 
continues much too long; be- 
hind it one senses fear, violence, 
a tinge of the murderous. He has 
just been asked, by French film- 
maker Barbet Schroeder, why he 
once sent a telegram to Ger- 
many complaining that Hitler 
had not killed enough Jews. A 
reference to another of his tele- 
grams — one to Tanzanian Pres- 
ident Julius Nyerere reading “I 
love you. I love you so much that 
if you were a woman, I would 
marry you”’ — produces yet an- 
other oddly bloodcurdling 
chuckle. The film is Idi Amin 
Dada: A Self-Portrait, an extra- 
ordinary 1974 (pre-Entebbe) 
documentary about the Ugan- 
dan strongman that gives a new 
twist to the notion of film as a 
collaborative art: the filmmaker 
provides the rope and the sub- 
ject gleefully hangs himself. 

Schroeder’s intent (he really 
had no other choice). was to let 
Amin tell his own story, and the 
General set up a series of color- 
ful events for the occasion: a 
mock take-over of the Golan 
Heights engineered by Amin 
with all the zeal of (and not 
much more strategic skill than) a 
boy playing at soldiers; a swim- 
ming match he wins by thrash- 
ing his way over his opponents; a 
“surprise”’ visit to a little village 
where the staged enthusiasm of 
the inhabitants’ greeting cannot 
disguise their terror. After a 
round of automatic-rifle prac- 
tice, Amin turns to the camera 
and grins, “Right in the heart.” 
When I spoke to Schroeder last 
week, he said, “I looked very 
closely and nothing was in the 
heart. It was very bad shooting 
— the target was not touched.” 

Though Schroeder never felt 
endangered during the two 
weeks he and his crew spent 
filming in Uganda, he encoun- 
tered difficulties as the docu- 
mentary went into release. Amin 
got wind of some voice-over nar- 
ration Schroeder had inserted 


and demanded that cuts be 
made. Off-camera, the General 
was far from affable: he backed 
up his request by rounding up 
100 French citizens who work in 
Uganda and holding them hos- 
tage for three days in a Kam- 
pala hotel. As Schroeder says, 
“This is a dangerous man. You 
don’t fool around.” The hos- 
tages were released only after 
one minute and 40 seconds were 
excised from the film, compris-

ing three statements by Schroe- 
der. The first held Amin respon- 
sible for the disappearance of a 
few thousand Ugandans since his 
seizure of power in 1971 (esti- 
-mates now run as high as 
500,000). The second occurred 
during a curious cabinet meet- 
ing that remains one of the film’s 
highpoints. In it, Amin decrees 


_that the people must love their 


leaders, that attendance counts 
for cabinet members (three un- 


excused absences and you're 
out), and that women in Kam- 
pala must “pull up their socks. 
They must get up to work at 5:00 
in the morning.” While he be- 
rates his ministers, the camera 
rests on the chief of foreign af- 
fairs, who is blithely picking his 
nose with a pencil. Schroeder’s 
narration at that point, -deleted 
at the General’s insistence, tells 
us the minister was later found 
floating face-down in the Nile. 


Also snipped was Schroeder's 
closing statement: “After a cen- 
tury of colonialism, we should 
not forget that it is partly a de- 
formed image of ourselves that 
Idi Amin Dada reflects to us.” 


Amin objected because he wishes- 


to be seen as a black nationalist. 
Nevertheless, his only educa- 
tion was in the British colonial 
army, and the brutality of his 
policies is not so different from 
that of such white dictatorships 
as the Greek junta and Pin- 
ochet’s Chilean regime, nor from 
the British army’s guerrilla war 
against the Mau Mau. (Indeed, 
Schroeder declares that the mys- 
terious killings and disappear- 
anes in today’s Uganda are part- 
ly the result. of Amin’s trust in 
the military. “Part of the killing 
he doesn’t even know about be- 


» * cause he has given his army free 


rein.”) 
“I never knew when he was 
joking,” Schroeder adds, and 


neither does the viewer. Is he - 


kidding when he boasts about his 
one-boat navy (the only nearby 
water being Lake Victoria)? Is he 
putting us on when he claims 
that hijackers are jess culpable 
than their victims, who should 
have chosen a different airline’ 
Idi Amin Dada strikes a giddy 
balance: it is a curiously benign 
portrait that always trembles on 
the brink of dementia. The film 
is shoddily made: overlong and 


- arbitrarily structured, with rag- 


ged editing and jerky pho- 
tography. The soundtrack in- 
cludes cacophonous music writ- 
ten by Amin himself. No mat- 
ter; it is a unique document, an 
intriguing inside view of a world 
somewhere on the border be- 
tween the surreal and hell. 
Schroeder calls it a portrait of 
power. “All dictators become a 
little Crazy — the power goes to 
their heads. Whenever you have 
a dictator speaking out of his égo 
for an hour and a half, it’s com- 
ment enough. All heads of state 
have something in common with 
Amin, he being the extreme cari- 
cature of them.”’ Even when left

Second Sight

Ever since Lenin declared “‘for 
us the cinema is the most im- 
portant of the arts,” it has been 
axiomatic on the Left that film is 
an ideal medium for advancing 
the revolution. The main ad- 
vantage of celluloid over print is 
obvious: film does not require lit- 
eracy to get its message across. 
There are other, less apparent 
factors that contribute to film’s 
revolutionary impact. People 
view movies collectively. Even 
though the darkness isolates the 
individual somewhat, everyone 
knows that, physically and psy- 
chologically, one is part of a 
group. One senses the responses 
of the person in the next seat and 
these emotions, reverberating in 
the auditorium, theater or tent, 
create a feeling of community. 

Film has a tremendous emo- 
tive impact, frequently short-cir- 
cuiting certain cognitive centers 
in the brain. People tend to ac- 
cept what they see. Reading, on 
the other hand, encourages re- 
flection, which can lead one 
away from collectivism toward 
individualism. 


Looking at the relationship be- ~ 


tween film and revolution from a 
less utilitarian viewpoint, one 
notices that the great film move- 
ments have been born in times of 
cultural upheaval. Italian Neo- 
Realism arose from the ashes of 
Rome after WWII; Soviet Ex- 
pressionist Realism came, of 
course, from the Bolshevik 
revolution; German Expression- 
ism flowered during the turmoil 
of the Weimar Republic and the 
French New Wave was molded, 
in part, by the terrible strains of 
the wars in Indochina and Al- 
geria. 

Latin America has been in tur- 
moil almost forever. Coups come 
and go, juntas rise and fall, the 
Tupamaros in Uruguay fight in 
the cities, the cangaceiros of Bra- 
zil roam the hills of the Sertao. 
The hectic pace of revolution 
and repression has made it hard 
to produce films in Latin Amer- 
ica, but some genuinely disturb- 
ing political classics have 
emerged: Humberto Solas’s Lu- 
cia and Tomas Gutierrez Alea’s 
Memories of Underdevelopment 
from Cuba, Fernando Solanas’s 


legendary The Hour of the Fur-, 


naces from Argentina, and Glau: ° 


ber Rocha’s Antonio Das Mortés 
(1969), the most famous film of 
Brazil’s Cinema Nuovo, which 
happens to be screening Sep- 
tember 22-25 at the Kenmore 
Square. 


Antonio Das Mortes is excit- 
ing and dull, formalistic and 
chaotic, original and derivative. 
It is, above all, frustrating be- 
cause the film demands an inti- 
‘macy with Brazilian legends and 
folkways. Rocha made Antonio 
Das Mortes for the Brazilian 
masses, not for American film 
critics. 


But one can still be swept 
away by Rocha’s operatic style. 
Antonio is a killer (hence his cog- 
nomen, das mortes) hired by the 
upper classes to hunt down the 
cangaceiros,; the revolutionary 
bandits who dwell in Brazil’s 
northwest mountain country. 
Antonio is a dour, dyspeptic 
presence (he makes Clint East- 
wood seem fey) who sentimen- 
tally recalls the bandits he has 
killed. When the movie opens, 
Antonio is informed that he 
missed a cangaceiro and he picks 
up his rifle to go finish his job. 

The bandits live in the hills, 
lead by Coirana, a poetry-spou- 
ting, folk song-singing, silver-be- 
decked hippie type who’s al- 
ways followed by a band of danc- 
ing beatos — black mystics. At 
his side is an oracular girl/child 


dagger to defend her virginity. 
(As you might guess, the main 
problem in understanding the 
film is penetrating its iconog- 
raphy.) Antonio stabs Coirana in 
the belly during a mercilessly 


protracted ritualistic duel, and: 


Coirana dies after about a half 
hour. 

Antonio mourns Coirana and 
decides that he’s through being a 
lackey of the landowners. Along 
with the town’s resident intel- 
lectual, he massacres the land- 
owner’s minions in a climax rem- 
iniscent of The Wild Bunch, ex- 
cept for the lack of guts and gore. 
At least 20 men die, pirouetting 
to the ground like ballerinas. 

Antonio Das Mortes aban- 
dons realism in favor of guerrilla 
theater. The capitalist land- 
owner is old, blind and.senile. 
His agents, except for Antonio, 
are bloodthirsty and depraved. 
The peasants dance and sing 
songs of the Sertao; Antonio tells 
bizarre stories of repression and 
death. Of the sibyl, Antonio 
says: “She reminds me of a girl. 
The Colonel’s son made her 
pregnant. She took to street- 
walking along the banks of the 


San Francisco. She got tubercu- ~ 


losis and fell into the river. T 
piranhas ate her up; there was t 


a bone left.’ The houlish 
mor of this lit of.

In the summer issue of Sight. 
and Sound, Peter Biskind re- 
ports on the state of Latin Amer- 
ican film: “In Brazil, the entire 


staff of the Museum of Modern’ 


Art in Rio were twice arrested. 
The police destroyed the film 
collection in the Museum’s 
vaults, chopping films like 


Battleship Potemkin into small 


pieces. Glauber Rocha went into 
exile in 1969.” Rocha was lucky. 
Jorge Muller, a Chilean camera- 
man who worked with Haskell 
Wexler on Brazil: a Report on 
Torture, has disappeared, along 
with Carmen Bueno, a Chilean 
actress. “The Junta,”’ Biskind 
writes, ‘refuses to divulge their 
whereabouts, even to acknowl- 
edge that they have been ar- 
rested.”” Biskind’s-tist of film- 
makers jailed, tortured and/or 
killed is a long one. 

Certain organizations exist to 
remind Latin American regimes 
that they cannot act without 
publicity, that the men and 
women they imprison are known 
to the world. One such organiza- 
tion is the Emergency Commit- 
tee to Defend Latin American 
Filmmakers.

THE RETURN OF A MAN 
CALLED HORSE. Directed by 
Irvin Kershner.

In A Man Called Horse (1970), 
Richard Harris played an Eng- 
lish nobleman who, when cap- 
tured and tortured by a sect of 
Sioux Indians known as the Yel- 
low Hands, found it easier to join 
than fight and wound up a con- 
vert to the Sioux’s gruesome 
brand of spirituality. Now we 
have its sequel, The Return of a 
Man Called Horse, in which 
Harris, a heavy-duty, unimag- 
inative actor with a taste for 
masochistic roles, returns as 
Lord Morgan and saves the Yel- 
low Hands from extinction at the 
hands of a white land poacher: 
The myth of the paleface adop- 
ted by the redskins is usually the 
stuff of boys’ adventure stories. 
But this Return, with its gory de- 
light in tribal brutality, seems a 
_ sampling from the wildly deca- 
dent dreams of a pampered Brit- 
ish peer. 

Inded, back in Jolly Old Eng- 
land, Lord. Morgan wakes up 
screaming in his stately manse, 
where a clutter of Sioux relics vie 
with works of the Dutch mas- 
ters. Delicate keyboard music, 
horses and hounds, the blan- 
dishments of the church all seem 
to drive him up his rococo walls. 
Very quickly he decides to re- 
turn to the tribe (for a year, he 
says). Too quickly, in fact, for 
the film skirts what are poten- 
tially its most interesting ques- 
tions: how has Morgan handled 
his return to “civilization”? Has 
he tried to integrate his Yellow 
Hand beliefs with his proper 
English upbringing? How has his 
sense of self been affected? His 
masculinity? This last is most 
intriguing: the only woman who 
plays a part in Morgan’s life is 
the elegant British lass whose 
brief appearancés at the film’s 
beginning are apparently meant 
to sum up all that is burden- 
some about civilization. Oddly, 
this lord’s seamy delights do not 
include sex (though self-torture 
figures in). Morgan escapes from 
the vicissitudes of lust into the 
sublime pleasures of violence, 
from a world of leisure inte acult 
of pain. 

The film’s centerpiece and its 
most effective sequence is a har- 
rowing, explicit and authentic- 
feeling depiction of a Sioux puri- 
fication ritual which climaxes in 
an orgy of self-mutilation. Di- 
rector Irvin Kershner, whom one 
associates with sensitive, ur- 
bane films like The Luck of Gin- 
ger Coffey and Loving, shows a 
surprising relish and talent for 
brutality. Kershner knows how 
to build a sequence. His favorite 
trick is to bring the camera in 
close on something — Harris cer- 
emonially dancing, for instance 
— and then pull back, revealing 
that time has elapsed: others 
have joined the ritual, the mu- 
sic is louder, and the light more 
intense. Kershner overuses this 
device shamelessly; neverthe- 
less, it almost always works. His 
horizontal compositions, soft-fo- 
cuses, long pans, overexposures 
and gauzy woodland views ren- 
der many of his passages slow 
and dreamy. The combination of 
elegiac scenes and swift, in- 
cremental transitions lends Re- 
turn a surprising momentum. 

Unfortunately, momentum 
does not a movie make. Kersh- 
ner and company sacrifice ex- 
plorations of character, rela- 
tionship, and motive for Disney- 
esque adventure. An intriguing 
shaman is introduced with a por- 
tentous shaké¢f his rattle only to 
be forgotten before the film is 
half over; other characters, in- 
cluding the villainous poacher, 
are cardboard. Even the film’s 
view of its Indians is surpris- 


ingly superficial. Now that the..

successor, the Good Indian, have 
passed, we get Bad and Good In- 
dians bent on destroying each 
other. But both sides appar-

of the Indians, then, continues 
— along with a lot of fuzzy 
thinking. When a Yellow Hand 
lass, bent on sabotage, slips into 
the poeacher’s fort, we can ac- 
cept that the whites will find her 
indistinguishable from others of 
her race. But even Indians seem 
unable to pick her out — a glar- 
ing implausibility. Such inatten- 
tion to detail helps make Return 
just another entry in the probable 
1978 Late Show roster.

Some people find Burt Rey- 
nolds amusing. I do not. Some 
people think he’s mocking him- 
self with his cute, Tonight Show 
repartee. I don’t — I think he’s 


ridiculing his audience. And now 
I’ve got proof. Gator, directed by 
and starring Burt Reynolds, re- 
veals a smug loathing of the en-. 
tire human race. 

Reynolds is Gator, a back- 
woods moonshiner who’s about 
as country as Sammy Davis Jr., 
what with his razor.cut, brushed 
denims and turquoise jewelry. 
The law, in the person of Jack 
Weston, coerces Gator into help- 
ing bust up a crooked political 
machine. That’s the plot, but it’s 
not the story. 

Weston plays Greenfield, a fat 
cop from New York who’s 
sweaty, ugly, boorish and inept. 
He runs his boat into a tree in 
the swamp, has his gun lifted by 
a drunk, gets beaten up and tries 
to outdraw a lunatic holding a 
shotgun to his chest. But mainly 
he’s a loudmouth Jew who of- 
fends the sensibilities of the 
Southerners who torture him. 
One supposes Reynolds felt free 
to make anti-Semitic jokes be- 
cause Gator is nominally on 
Greenfield’s side. I mean, some 
of his best friends are .... And 
anyway, Gator doesn’t just pick 
on Jews. It makes ugly fun of 
homosexuals (a grinning killer 
who leers at Gator and later sobs 


when Gator smashes him), 
blacks (an old geezer rolls his 
eyes in fear and then chuckles, 
scratching his wooly head as 
Gator rides his power boat 
through the man’s shack in the 
swamps), women (various refu- 
gees from Russ Meyer films stag- 
ger about on spiked heels) and 
Southerners (they’re all, except 
for Gator, of course, archetypal 
crackers: stupid, mean and 
vaguely deranged). Gator him- 
self doesn’t exactly shine in this 
company. He’s so unlikely a hero 
that the villain (Jerry Reed in 
what is, for him, a rather cliched 
role) must screw 15-year-old girls 
and ply them with dopeeso we 
can distinguish him from Gator. 
What’s weirder than Rey- 
nolds’s thinking he can get away 
with this racist, sexist garbage is 
the fact that, at least in some 
quarters, he actually can. (Vin- 
cent Canby found Gator 
amusing.) Of course, one must 
remember that Reynolds is not 
aiming his film at us hyper- 
sensitive, weep-eyed liberals liv- 
ing in the big cities. Gator is 
slotted for the lucrative drive-in 
circuit, where I guess Reynolds 
figures the folks are too dumb to 
know he’s sniggering at them.

Off the Wall is out of the 
movie business — at least for 
the time being. Cambridge’s 
coffeehouse cum cinema was 
shuttered by order of the Cam- 
bridge Licensing Commission 
just before last Tuesday night’s 
screening of Heart Throbs, its 
current program of “non-sex- 
ist”’ erotic shorts. ““We are not 


in any way attempting to cen-. 


sor anybody,” said Commis- 
sion chairman John R. Sen- 
nott Jr. “This is purely a licen- 
sing decision. We rescinded 
their license after we took a 
hard look at the situation. Cof- 
feehouses, 
clubs are not the proper place 
to show movies. The public has 
got to be protected.” But Off 
the Wall co-owner Larry Sil- 
verman doesn’t see it that way: 
“This is definitely an act of 
censorship.” 


As reported in last week’s 


restaurants and . 


off at Off the Wall 


when Police Sergeant Dennis 
McCarty was sent to the cof- 
feehouse to view a sneak 
screening of Heart Throbs, and 
afterwards registered a com- 
plaint. As it turned out, Off the 
Wall was licensed to exhibit 
only ‘‘short, cartoon-like 
films,” rendering illegal even 
such staid recent programs as 
Auteurs. In hearings two weeks 
ago, the Commission wrested 
an agreement from the theater 
to drop two explicitly homo- 
sexual films from their pro- 
gram, and it dispatched Mc- 
Carty to Heart Throbs’ Sept. 8 
opening. On Sept. 14 at 7:15 
p.m., Off the Wall was served 
with a notice rescinding their 
license and adding, ‘““The whole 
matter of granting a license for 
the showing of movie films has 
been reviewed. The result is to 
rescind all licenses to any es- 
tablishment that is not en- 
gaged solely in the business of a 
movie theatre ...”. This rul- 


” 


_ ing, of course, endangers the li- 


censes of other Cambridge bars 
and restaurants currently en- 
gaged in film exhibition. 


Acting Chief of Police Nicho- 
las Fratto, who also sits on the 
Commission, is said to have 
asked the defendants at the 
initial hearing, ‘“Tell me truth- 
fully, if you had a 15- or 17- 
year-old daughter, would you 
let her in to see this kind of 
smut?” Fratto admits he asked 
the question, though he says, “I 
never at any time used the 
word ‘smut.’ I said, ‘a movie of 
this type.’ We are not on any 
sort of crusade here. I know you 
fellows like to be sensational, 
but if I’m being recorded, I’m 
telling you the truth. If I had a 
choice of seeing a movie, I’d 
like something like those TV 
shows — Wild Kingdom or 
something like that.” 


Off the Wall will almost cer- 
tainly appeal the decision and 
hopes to receive public sup-

Vegetable love

IMMORAL TALES. Produced 
by Anatole Dauman. Directed 
by Walerian Borowczyk. With 
Paloma Picasso. At the 
Allston. 


Immoral Tales is composed of 
four rather plotless semi-sexual 
situations directed in an ex- 
ceedingly skittish manner by 
Walerian Borowczyk, a Polish 
filmmaker better known for ani- 
mated shorts than live-action 
features. Borowczyk’s fondness 
for random cutaways and bi- 
zarre montage spoils most of his 
erotic passages. His editing rhy- 
thms are all wrong for porn, even 
if his eye is occasionally sensual. 

The first story promises an ele- 
giac Nabokovian ambiance by 
placing two cousins, a boy of 20 
and a girl of 16, on holiday at a 
deserted beach. This atmos- © 
phere is shattered when the boy 
opens his mouth and says things 
like “For a long time I’ve de- 
sired you — your mouth — like a 
man in the desert thirsts after 
water.” 

As the tide rises, so does the 
boy’s ardor. Borowczyk inter- 
cuts shots of the girl’s derriere 
with waves, seagulls, clouds and 
rocks. Now, I like nature as well 
as the next guy, but if scenery 
was what I wanted I wouldn’t be 
sitting in a dark theater with a 
newspaper on my lap. The girl 
fellates the boy while he drones 
on and on about wave action. 
And that’s really the only kind of 
action we see. (Immoral Tales is, 
by the by, soft-core.) 

The film’s second section 
highlights another young thing, 
slightly more voluptuous than 
the first, locked in her room by 
her wicked stepmother, who 
throws three zucchinis into the 
room, sneering, ‘“Here’s your 
lunch.” The girl does not eat the 
zucchinis. 

Borowczyk films her vege- 
table passion from every incon- 
ceivable angle except head on. 
He moves his camera so close to 
his subject that frequently the 
only clearly identifiable object in 
the shot is the zucchini (it’s 
green). 

Immoral Tales’s third section 
features Paloma Picasso, the late 
cubist’s daughter. She plays a 
lesbian countess who tours 
medieval Hungary rounding up 
likely ladies for her orgies. This 
tale is fairly free of Borowczyk’s 
editing excesses and contains 
some marvelous long shots of 
crowds of naked girls surging 
around Paloma. 

The last tale offers a bony 
Lucrezia Borgia being furgled by 
a Cardinal while fellating a 
priest. -I suppose this sort of 
“daring” blasphemy still warms 
the hearts of European intellec- 
tuals, but the scene is lit as if it 
were taking place in an opera- 
ting room and the effect is clin- 
ical rather than sexual. The se- 
quence presents nothing more 
edifying or provocative than a 
tired whore turning a blase trick. 

Immoral Tales has received 
some fairly favorable critical no- 
tices in Manhattan for reasons 
beyond my ken. Perhaps New 
York’s nattering nabobs felt that 
Borowczyk’s jump cutting, flash 
forward and general narrative in- 
coherence w mething new 
on the soft-core’Scene. While this 
may be, it does not qualify Im- 
moral Tales as art or even pas- 
sable erotica. I don’t know how 
Al Goldstein rated it on his shop- 
worn peter meter, but rq give it 

a three.

Was the debacle of the Band’s 
September 2nd concert merely 
the result of an unfortunate con- 
vergence of debilitating acci- 
dents? Or was it, instead, symp- 
tomatic of the musical enfeeble- 
ment and declining popular ap- 
peal of this once magnificent 
group? The audience which 
heard the sloppy, uninspired 
performance left the Music Hall 
with a distressing sense of what 
the answer might be. 

Yes, there were plenty of per- 
fectly good excuses to explain 
away the disastrous show. Rick 
Danko had been unexpectedly 
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run

detained at the Canadian bor- 
der and was not able to lend his 
bass and voice to the ensemble 
until the next-to-last number. 
Problems with. the electricity 
again and again disrupted the 
Band in the middle of its tunes. 
Each crescendo brought a dim- 
ming of the lights and failure of 
the sound system. Faced with 
these difficulties, Robbie Rob- 
ertson and Levon Helm fumed, 
paced and exhorted the tech- 
nicians to find the plug. Garth 
Hudson, sheltered behind his 
massive organ,~ stared beauti- 
fully into space while Richard 
Manuel looked little more than 


nonplussed. Suddenly the Band 
seemed isolated and vulnerable, 
victims of forces beyond their 
control. 

Yet excuse-making becomes a 
suspect practice after a time. 
Like stories told by children to 
protect their alcoholic father, 
apologies for bad rock perfor- 
mances are seldom convincing. 
One imagines a next album from 
the group entitled The Band: 
Please Stand By. 

If it were a matter of falling 
flat in the attempt to scale new 
heights and conquer interesting 
musical territory, the situation 
would be different. But the selec- 


tion of songs the Band did try to 
play was so utterly safe that even 
a polished concert would have 
been little more than a display 
case of sophisticated oldies. Only 
the most familiar, most com- 
mercial numbers from their 
repertory were offered. Con- 
spicuous by its absence was 
“The Weight,” and one began to 
suspect that it had been deleted 


from a sense of embarrassment. ° 


Is it that the Band has no new 
material? Or do Robertson, 
Helm, Danko, Hudson and 
Manuel now have -so little re- 
spect for their audience that they 
are afraid to risk giving new com- 


positions a try? 


The audience that evening, 
mainly an enthusiastic group of 
old-time Band fans, was at first 
perplexed and then angered. 
Everyone has gotten used to 
power failures at rock concerts 
and allows for them. But what 
was impossible to excuse was the 
incredibly short time the Band 
was willing to stay on stage after 
Danko arrived and the electrical 
circuits were repaired. Follow- 
ing a perfunctory encore, the 
quintet indicated that it was 
necessary for them to leave and 
walked off stage. It was only

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Hentoffs twice-told tales

Nat Hentoff, that’ perdurable 
panjandrum of jazz criticism, is 
back. After a decade in which his 
prolific pen has spilled more ink 
on politics, civil liberties and the 
press — with occasional com- 
ments on jazz in Playboy’s an- 
nual survey and the review col- 
umns of Cosmopolitan — Hen- 
toff has returned to the fray. His 
liner notes once again fill album 
jackets on nearly every con- 
ceivable label (his publishers 
claim that “Hentoff has written 

. probably more record liners 
than any living authority”), and 
this month sees the publication 
of his “selective tribute and 
guide to the jazz life”: Jazz Is 
(Ridge Press/Random House; 
288 pp.; $10.00). 

The reader is initially struck 
by how good the book /ooks, and, 
indeed, the greatest impression 
Jazz Is makes is visual. Each of 
Hentoff’s 13 essay-chapters is in- 
troduced with a flourish. Two 
pages or more of the most quo- 
table quotes Hentoff has col- 
lected through his career, set in 
larger type than the text proper 
and intended to illustrate the 
book’s title, are followed by two 
pages emblazoned with the 
chapter’s title, then three pages 
of Bob Parent’s photography (a 
two-page study of the essay’s. 
subject, followed by one page for 
a related figure). Parent’s work is 
intimate, and the grainy repro- 
duction conveys an elegiac mood 
even when the subject is very 
much alive. These are eloquent 
photos which have not been pre- 
viously reprinted ad nauseam. 
All of this elaborate production 


may have been necessary to flesh 
out the rather skimpy text (only 
the essays on Gerry Mulligan 
and Charlie Parker exceed 15 
pages, and many fill less than 
10), but it is nonetheless rare and 
welcome. 

As a prose stylist, Hentoff i is 
still Hentoff, king of the high- 
falutin synonym and the maver- 
ick adverb. Who else would la- 
ment the predictability of every- 
day life by noting, “Diurnally, 
surprises are relatively few”; or 
label Billie Holiday “nonpareil 
as a speleologist of the poig- 
nancy of ballads”? What other 
critic would reject the notion 
that society killed Charlie Par- 
ker by noting that “Bird’s life 
and music were more earthily 
tangled than that,” or applaud 
Miles Davis as ‘“‘one of the most 
influentially changeable of all 
players’? 

Such cumbersome construc- 
tions, plus a willingness to write 


_on anything and anyone from 


civil rights to folk guitar, from 
pacifist A. J. Muste to pornog- 
rapher Al Goldstein, lead many 
observers to dismiss Hentoff as 
the ultimate hack-for-hire. I 
can’t be so harsh, for like many 
younger jazz fans and writers, I 
feel I owe Hentoff (and such 
other ubiquitous colleagues as 
Leonard Feather and the late 
Ralph Gleason) a great deal. Not 
in any literary sense (though 
Hentoff probably introduced me 
to a “sobriquet” here, an “en- 
comium” there), but for the 
sheer wealth of information he 
made available through his per- 
sistence and his personal rela- 
tionships with several of the mu-

The panjandrum 
sic’s creators. The music meant 
something to Hentoff, and so did 
its players; he was able to get 
Charles Mingus to open up while 
others couldn’t, and for years he 
kept a reluctant jazz world aware 
of Cecil Taylor. 

Of the big three establish- 


ment critics (Feather and Glea-. 


son were the others), Hentoff was 
the least graceful writer but al- 
ways my favorite. Like Gleason, 
he stressed the economic and so- 
cial conditions surrounding the 
music, but he never strained to 
be part of “what’s happenin’ ” in 
the patronizing way that made 
many of Gleason’s Rolling Stone 
pieces so embarrassing. He also 
saw the value of the new music of 
the ’60s avant garde whereds 
Feather lambasted the likes of 
Ornette Coleman and Eric Dol- 
phy for years (only to write their

The irate letters I regularly re- 
ceive notwithstanding, I do not 
have eccentric taste. Whatever 
my opinions pro or con a par- 
ticular album, my year-end Top 
Ten tend to have sold respect- 
ably well. Not spectacularly well 
— you'll rarely find me ap- 
plauding Chicago, Elton-or Mc- 
Cartney — but enough that I 
have substantial company. I’m 
neither proud nor ashamed of 
this — I just happen, more often 
than not, to wade in a rather 
large tributary to the main- 
stream. 

But this year my company 
seems virtually limited to other 
critics. Of my few favorite al- 
bums — Kate and Anna Mc- 
Garrigle, Wild Tchoupitoulas, 
Andy Pratt’s Resolution, War- 
ren Zevon, Murray Head’s Say It 
Ain’t So and Steely Dan’s The 
Royal Scam — only the last has 
sold more than about the 50,000 
copies generally considered a 
record’s break-even point. (Oth- 
er critics’ pets, like Roger Mc- 
Guinn’s Cardiff Rose, Richard 
and Linda Thompson’s Pour 
Down Like Silver and Ian Mat- 
thews’s Go for Broke, have fared 
no better.) I doubt that even The 
Royal Scam is racking up par- 
ticulary respectable sales, since 
it has generated nary a hit sin- 
gle and Becker and Fagen no lon- 
ger tour. And I have good reason 
to question the commerciality of 
Ry Cooder’s new Chicken Skin 
Music, for which I have great 
hopes. Cooder has never made 
Warner Brothers any money to 
speak of. However, Warners is 
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The well-rooted Anna and Kate McGarrigle 


which Cooder is held by musi- 
cians and critics ever to drop 
him. 

For the others, though, the sit- 
uation is both precarious and 
sad. Acts that don’t sell records 
don’t get to make records for 
very long. Don’t blame it on the 
capitalistic pig record compa- 
nies — they don’t like to lose 
money any more than you do. 
True, many of them are flush 
enough to support a poor-selling 
but high-quality performer now 
and then, but does anybody real- 
ly believe that most record com- 
panies know who their high- 
quality acts are? Are Columbia 


or Capitol, to name two titans, 
about to send critics a list of - 


their losers in order to find out 
which ones have redeeming ar- 
tistic merit? 

More distressing is that of the 
albums I’ve mentioned, only Say 


too aware of the high esteem in It Ain’t So might be a trifle 


outre. The rest would seem nat- 
urals for descendants of the 
counterculture. The McGar- 
rigles, Ry Cooder and the Wild 
Tchoupitoulas are well-rooted in 
Western folk traditions, and they 
know how to make inventive mu- 
sic that lives. Their albums are 
tuneful, accessible, brimming 
over with humanity, and art- 
fully crafted. Pratt is both spell- 
bindingly confessional — he acts 
out those feelings our generation 
dreads most — and painterly. 
His albums are canvases of in- 
finite detail and broad effect. 
Zevon, like Jackson Browne, 
Randy Newman and Joni Mit- 
chell (though he’s not as yet 
their equal), gives us the goods 
on Southern California with a 
sense of humor and not a little 
acid. 

The problem is simply that 
most people between, say, 24 
and 35 don’t buy all that many 


pop when they were younger, by 
and large they tend now to stick 
to the old music: Buffalo Spring- 
field, "60s Rolling Stones, Dy- 


lan, the Beatles, Tapestry, Blue, - 


Mudslide Slim and the Blue 
Horizon. Their copies must be 
wearing thin by now — maybe 
record companies should launch 
replacement campaigns. It’s safe 
to say that most pop music to- 
day just doesn’t speak to this 
generation. Rock in the ’60s em- 
bodied a movement, one amor- 
phous enough to support Joni 
Mitchell, Country Joe and Jimi 
Hendrix. But that movement 
and its energies have dissipated, 
leaving in its wake a million pri- 
‘vate destinies. The countercul- 


tural center did not hold, and_ 


now there is no consensus to sup- 
port a variety of musicians to 
whom Top Forty is another uni- 
verse. And most of the avid ’60s 
listeners are not interested 
enough in music per se to relish 
Pratt, Cooder, Head or even 


Steely Dan for musicianly bril- 


liance. 

That’s why, for many, movies 
and, to a lesser extent, books 
have supplanted music as cul- 
tural facts of life. They demand 
less specialized sophistication 
and can be sized up quickly (it 
usually takes five to 10 spins to 
convert my friends into fanatic 
The Royal Scam believers). I re- 
cently sallied forth, all inno- 
cence, to buy Ann Beattie’s Dis- 
tortions, a collection of short 
stories, and/or her novel, Chilly 
Scenes of Winter. I eventually 
found the latter, but why had 
close to 20 bookstores run out of 


Where are all friends? 


Distortions? Because a) Ann 
Beattie is talking about our 
generation and b) short stories 
are easier to finish than a novel. 
(Maybe, also, they knew some- 
thing I didn’t. Chilly Scenes of 
Winter is ‘a stone bore full of 
lines like ‘Janis Joplin is 
dead!”) And movies_like Dog 
Day Afternoon, The Parallax 
View and All the President’s 
Men seem more. immediately 
relevant than any music. 

So what is to be done? The 
record companies, who are be- 
ginning to covet the adult mar- 
ket — it has the numbers and, 
presumably, the stability the 
dwindling post-baby boom youth 
market lacks. Perhaps they’ll be- 
gin to advertise Andy Pratt, for 
instance, in Esquire. But will 


* that be enough? Anyone who has 7 


seen A&M’s cloying ad for the 
new Joan Armatrading album (it 
seems directed less at us than at 
the kind of stewardess-in-anal- 
ysis Laraine Newman portrays 
on Saturday Night) must sus- 
pect that the music biz is going 
to have its hands full reaching 
the 24-35 age group. And what if 
it does? Are the legions of Si- 
mon and Garfunkel fans so alien- 


-ated from the music of the ’70s 


that nothing but ’60s revivals 
(like the estimable Fleetwood 
Mac) and old reliables (Dylan, 
Mitchell, Wonder) will be 
snatched up? I would like to 
think that, for anyone who 
wishes to remain aware in the 
70s, Steely Dan, Randy New- 
man, Andy Pratt etc. are neces- 
sities. Surely Jack Nicholson 
doesn’t have all the bases cov- 
ered. re)

The surge of attention stirred 
up by ‘‘Lady Marmalade”’ 
abated as rapidly as if Labelle 
were the lowliest one-hit won- 
der,and the disastrous Phoenix 
album seemed to put the group 
on the endangered species list. 
Labelle have spent years nur- 
turing a rabid cult following, but 
only a die-hard would want to 
see Patti déscend from the ceil- 
ing inher ridiculous Nightbird 
getup more than once. While 
producer Allen Toussaint’s abys- 
mal effort on Phoenix certainly 
didn’t help matters, Labelle are 
not without their own serious 
‘problems. Patti’s voice often 
sounds like chalk screeching ac- 
ross a blackboard, and she often 
flails helplessly at song’s end in 
an attempt to give a tortured 
Nona Hendryx melody some dy- 
namics. More importantly, to 
many the group is simply a 
novelty act, and considerable ef- 


fort and imagination are re-, 


quired to maintain interest in 
the visual effects. 

On Chameleon, David Rubin- 
son has been called in for a 
necessary overhaul. It’s a judi- 
cious choice in light of his suc- 
cess producing the Pointer Sis- 
ters. Toussaint seemed to have a 
hard time keeping his finger on 
Labelle’s pulse, but Rubinson 
has done an admirable job, and 
Chameleon is perhaps the most 
consistent Labelle album. 

Melody and rhythm have long 
been stumbling blocks to mak- 
ing Hendryx’s meandering lyrics 
accessible. Imagine how hard it 
is to come up with a memorable 
funk arrangement for a song 
whose title is “Man In a Trench- 
coat.” Actually, that song turned 
out quite well, thanks to a Par- 
liament-style moody, descend- 
ing piano figure. Labelle touch 
all their bases on Chameleon, 


_ from Betty Davis freaky (‘‘Go- 


ing down makes me shiver/ And 
the chill of the water feels so 
good/ I forget about all my lost 
years/ when I’m kneeling’’) to 
more traditional and poignant 
romantic themes (“Isn’t It a 
Shame’”’). Patti still sounds un- 
bearably shrill at times, and 
there doesn’t seem to be a hit 
single on the album, but I 
wouldn’t be fair if I didn’t say 
this is an auspicious comeback.

Sproat short-circuits

MIT’s Hayden Gallery is cur- 
rently showing an ensemble of 
works conceived and con- 
structed in the gallery space by 
local sculptor Christopher 
Sproat. Sproat continues to 
work, as he has in the past, with 
light, electric current and their 
attendant hardware. What’s new 
in this show is his graphic hand- 
ling, with black paint and grey 
chalk, of the wall surfaces. He’s 
described his new work as “more 
pictorial,”” in that marking 
directly on the wall broaches a 
non-literal, visual space that 
plays a part in each piece. 

Sproat was a victim of last 
February’s Jamaica Plain fac- 
tory fire, in which he lost not 
only his home but his materials 
and documentation of past ac- 
complishments. Having fol- 
lowed his work for several years 
(he has shown fairly regularly in 
the Boston area), I was curious to 
see whether it had changed since 
the fire, whether the fire had 
made a difference in the artist’s 
sensibility. 

The only apparent change is a 
newly somber emotional tone — 
though it might be possible to ar- 
gue as well that his new work 
seeks a more intimate, more 
transgressive relation with .its 
site than his earlier pieces did. 
However, the inference that an 
experience of loss accounts for 
these changes is one the- unin- 
formed spectator would not be 
likely to make. And in work like 
Sproat’s, what might count as a 
change in sensibility, or as the 
expression of one, is not easy to 
determine. Sproat has chosen a 
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Symmetrical. hardware: Sproat at work on “Home of Mantis” 


fairly inflexible sculptural 
vocabulary and draws again and 
again upon standard electrical 
fixtures, some of which, the neon 
and fluorescent lights, make vis- 
ible the current that all his work 
taps in some way. 

‘The use of light as an element 
integral to his work tends to 
stress its factual presence and 
materiality. The light sources 
Sproat employs do not illumi- 


nate so much as locate, like 
signs. They. betoken the speci- 
ficity of the work and of its site. 
In these pieces the graphic treat- 
ment of the wall plays with the 
specificity of the site. For while 
the placement of the various fix- 
tures and physical elements is 
quite definite, the pictorial 
treatment of the wall suggests a 
placelessness typical of illu- 
sionism. 


The most effective example of 
this is “Sounding.” Here a large 


semi-circle has been greyed with: 


chalk. At the top of this semi- 
circle, along a diameter parallel 
to the floor, are two sets of lights: 
blue horizontals with white 
bands at their centers. From the 
ends of these lights, four lengths 
of electrical conduit snake up- 
ward across the wall to a large 
junction box close to the ceiling. 
Viewed from a reasonable dis- 


tance, the conduits seem to come - 
. from behind the grey shape as 
well as from above it. The pic- . 


torial element is made to seem 
the most visually present part of 
the work. The conduits read as if 
they were marks, sinuous lines, 
without ever really disavowing 
their physicality. The grey shape 
sits like a bowl, as if on the floor 


— like something placed, not - 


drawn, where it. is. 

_In an adjacent piece, “Home 
of Mantis,” symmetrical black 
areas painted on the wall com- 
bine with symmetrical hard- 
ware attached to the wall to en- 
force an illusion of depth, of a 
gap like the space between 
swinging doors when pushed 
open. This gap is crossed by a 
length of blue neon that denies 
this illusion by the light it casts 
on the wall behind and that rein- 
forces the illusion by means of its 
gentle, draping curve. 

Beyond their dark feeling (the 
light in a couple of pieces seems 
swallowed by the areas of grey or 
black), these sculptures com- 
municate very little. Their sinis- 
ter visual aspect is, unfor- 
tunately, not integrated with 
what is, for me, their sinister 


implication. For what Sproat’s 


- works make visible seems less 


important, especially when you 
hear the electrical hum in the 


gallery, than, the invisible net- 


work to which they are con- 
nected, the energy grid we all 
take for granted. The medita- 


‘tive aspect of this work inevit- 


ably sets me to thinking about 
the network of electrical energy 
subtending the visible structure 
of the place, of which Sproat’s 


work seems to be an especially | 


aesthetic outcropping. His wil- 
lingness to use the conductive 
hardware as both structural 
necessity and aesthetic material 


is somehow ‘not acknowl- 


edgment enough of the vast im- 


plications of the system he draws | 
upon. The industrial origins of so" 


much of his material, even of 
electrical current itself, are. a 
matter he does not deal with in 
any way that is apparent to me. 
The implications of using such 
obviously fabricated and stan- 
dardized materials are a matter 
few sculptors have been able to 
deal with. 

David Smith, who worked in a 
mode radically different from 
Sproat’s, is the sculptor who per- 
haps first made his ambivalence 
to the industrial origin of his ma- 


terial a theme in his work. Smith - 


saw modern industry in general 
as sublimated munition, as what 
made. modern warfare not only 
possible but necessary. His atti- 
tude was formed during the

In all. his 
images Green defies customary 


horizontal touchstones by avoid- 


ing visual mention of the floor or 
ground, by tilting perspectives 
and by seeking skyward pat- 


terns. 


His earlier interiors, many of 
them dark corners, often treat 
disposed objects. A junked 
sportscar, with holes for head- 


lights, rusts inside a dark shed as 


bits of daylight stream in 
through cracks. A rumpled, old- 
fashioned black dress is hung on 
a hanger against a concrete wall 
whose plane is offset at left by a 
door’s open angle. Green’s angles 
are interesting, and so is the var- 
iety of textures in his work. 


Abandoned coils of chicken wire _ 


lie enmeshed in an overgrown 


‘field, forming a murky picture lit’ 


only by a thin strip of overcast 


-sky. Textures elsewhere are 


acutely highlighted. Set in sha- 
dow, a very white crumpled page 
from the Bible lies on broken 


glass and wood next to an emp- 
ty ink bottle. The theme of de- 


-cayed religion appears in other 


prints, too, and is emphasized by 
Green’s dramatic use of tones. 
The later prints resist: gravity 
and aim at larger, more solid 
patterns, often seen against the 
sky’s background. A vast alu- 
minum siding, photographed as- 
kew, rises up dizzily; a flat, re- 
flective wall contrasts to the 
conifer growing beside it and to 
the blank sky behind it. These

A retrospective of black-and- 

white prints by one of the most 


enjoyable photographers alive 
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today is on view at Vision Gal- 


lery through October 7. Andre 
Kertesz’s work, beginning with 
scenes from hs native Hungary 
(1913) and evolving over six dec- 


_ades, is rich in variety, pattern, 


texture, tone and wit, Some im-. 
ages are solemn, others gay. 
They speak of old worlds as well 
as of new, of the wet streets of 
Budapest, the flower vendors in 
Les Halles, and the Empire 
State Building reflected in a 
puddle. 

Kertesz’s youthful romanti- 
cism is revealed in his earliest - 
photographs, especially in 
“Budapest” (1919), an image of 
a fashionably dressed woman 
painting in a field laced with 


| white flowers. When he arrived 


in Paris in 1925 and discovered 
the small, new 35mm Leica’s 
powers, Kertesz turned from joie_ 
de vivre to a more objective 
search for Parisian style and - 
swagger. ‘“‘Satiric Dancer’’ (1926) 
encapsulates the lhively,. bold 
mood of the ’20s in a lounging 
woman’s spirited pose, just as 
the portrait of Eisenstein sitting 
on a rug (1929) draws on the per- 
iod’s reservoir of intellect. “I 
write with light and the light of 
Paris helped me express what I 
felt and what I feel: J’aime Par- 
is.’ Kertesz’s abiding insight is 
reflected in photographs infused 
with the sense of absent people, 
as in “Chez Mondrian”’ (1926), a 
warm glimpse of the artist’s stu- 
dio, with his hat and coat hang- 


_ ing on. a peg, a flower on the 


table, and his door opening onto 

a winding staircase.

has all of the basics down; his 
huge sound, which lets you hear 
the tautness of his strings and 
occasionally achieves a crying vi- 
brato, is his most celebrated 
trait, but his assertive time- 
keeping and dazzling virtuosity 
are equally impressive. That 
same sense of unforced strength 
marks the supporting players 
(particularly Kenny Barron and 
Billy Cobham), as complexity is 
eschewed for comfortable swing- 
ing. There are several striking ar- 
ranging touches — the harpsi- 
chord effect of guitar behind the 


‘| bass solo on ““Tenaj,” the more 


spectral guitar touches and toll- 
ing ending of the ballad “Opus 
1.5,” a snatch of “Well, You 
Needn’t”’ introducing ‘Epis- 


trophy” — as well as a second * 


bass part overdubbed on several 
tracks. The Monk tune really 
works up a head of steam, as 
does the piccolo bass solo on 
“Receipt, Please’; in fact, the 
common funk of the title tune is 
the only throwaway. Carter 
seems unwilling to break new 
ground, but he covers this famil- 
iar territory with class. 

Stanley Clarke is in a more ob- 
vius rut; as on his last two al- 
bums, we get the “down” bass 
riff opener (“‘School Days’’), the 
ruminative acoustic interlude at 
midpoint (“Desert Song’) and 
the slightly pretentious funk 
concerto at the close (“Life is 
Just a Game’). Like Carter, 
Clarke adds distinction to such 
formulae with his bold sound 
and monster technique, though 
he, too, has an overdependence 
on trademark licks. Since he’s a 
product of the electric era, 
Clarke also includes some popu- 
lar exotic and disco moods; “Hot 
Fun” finds him constructing a 
typical trifle as dramatic over- 
tones and robot gestures intrude 
on a lighthearted theme. Clarke 
strums up an acoustic storm on 
“Desert Song” (assisted by a 
relatively tame John McLaugh- 
lin), while “School Days’ and 
“Life is Just a Game” find him 
ripping off electric bass arpeg- 
gios like a lower register Maha. 

The familiarity of Carter and 
Clarke’s settings is doubly dis- 
appointing because neither has 


found his potential show-° 


stopper. Genuine bass master- 
pieces are few and far between — 
I offer Mingus’s “Haitian Fight 
Song,” LaFaro’s ‘‘Gloria’s Step” 


(with Bill Evans) and Haden’s 


“Song for Che” as three ex- 
amples, and for bassists who 
play so well and record on their 
own so frequently, the poll-win- 
ners are overdue.

Walter Jackson: 
FEELING GOOD 
(ChiSound) 

Picture this, if you will: a 
handsome young black man, re- 
splendent in shark-skin suit and 
shiny process, standing on stage, 
buoyed by two crutches, and 
singing his Curtis Mayfield- 
penned hits to a somewhat un- 
comprehending -teenage audi- 
ence. The man is Walter Jack- 
son, stricken with polio as a 
youngster and discovered by his 
producer, Carl Davis, singing 
from a wheelchair in a Detroit 
club. In the early ’60s, Jackson 
was a mainstay on Davis’s Okeh 
label, which had become an out- 
let of Curtis Mayfield. With a 


roster that included Major 


Lance, Jackson, Billy Butler, the 
Artistics and others, Okeh was a 
leading exponent of the “Chi- 


‘| cago Sound,” and the label flour- 


ished until Mayfield stopped 
producing the acts. Davis is 
firmly committed to Chicago 
music, and after parting from 
Okeh he founded Dakar Rec- 
ords, fostering another soul 
renaissance by discovering 
Tyrone Davis, Barbara Acklin, 
the ChiLites and the Young-Holt 


Trio. On the heels of the Newark 


grand jury inquiries (Bruns- 
wick, which distributed Dakar, 
was the only label to be con- 
victed), Davis has left the tar- 
nished New York company to 


start his own label (distributed - 


by United Artists) and what he

period for Windy City soul. 
Jackson’s Feeling Good, an al- 
bum by the Ebony Rhythm 
Funk Campaign and a single 
from Margie Alexander are the 
company’s first releases.

Having 
signed many of the old Okeh acts 


(Major Lance produced the ~ 


Alexander 45), Davis is ob- 
viously headed in the right direc- 
tion, and we can only hope that 
he finds the groove on the next

timately point out their succes- 
sors. “Always pay heed to the 
musicians rather than the crit- 
ics” is one of his final insights. 

As a critic, however, I intend 
more, and surely, as a con- 
cerned listener, 1] expect more 
from those who write about jazz 
— especially now, when so much 
has occurred without being fully 
understood. What used to be 
called “the new thing’ has en- 
tered its second decade, while 
electric pianos, horn attach- 
ments and synthesizers have 
proliferated in the past seven 
years. Musicians’ collectives 
have formed throughout this 
country, and players from Eu- 
rope, Africa, South America and 
Japan have begun to make their 
presence felt. Some players have 
made their music more “con- 
temporary” and cashed in yet, 
simultaneously, more classic 
material is being reissued than 
ever before. All of this activity 
has something to do with what is 
called jazz, though the term may 
no longer have any meaning. in 
1976, just what is jazz? 

There is a world of material 
here for a great book, but Nat 
Hentoff hasn’t written it. Per- 
haps only a younger writer can 
perform the task — surely Rob- 
ert Palmer has the theoretical 
understanding, and Gary Gid- 
dins the narrative grace, which 
the job demands and Hentoff 
lacks. Those who seek answers 
here will only gain insight into 


what jazz journalism was. O

Adapted from Marcel Pagnol’s 
delightful and infinitely more 
perceptive 1938 film of the same 
name, this lumbering look at the 
loves and laughs of French peas- 
antry is a collaboration among 
proven winners including Broad- 
way’s most successful producer 
David Merrick, Fiddler on the 


seph Stein, renowned composer- 
lyricist Stephen Schwartz (God- 
spell, Pippin, The Magic Show), ' 
and actor Chaim Topol, who 
starred in Norman Jewison’s 
film Fiddler. Now, I’m no here- 
tic: I too laughed and cried my 
way through Fiddler — and more 
than once. But don’t let the big 
names trick you into expecta- 
tions of a French bon bon a la 
Tevye and company. The deja 
vu here is not Anatevka’s joys 
and sorrows, but Broadway’s cli- 
ches and shopworn formulae. 

Granted, The Baker’s Wife is, 
on the musical scale, a rela- 
tively modest enterprise. There’s 
hardly any choral dancing, Jo 
Mielziner’s sets are exquisite but 
hardly opulent, the story is 
simple and the cast fairly small. 
The setting is a French village so 
provincial that it has only one 
newspaper — not one town tab- 
loid but a single issue of a jour- 
nal mailed in from the north. 
The town’s sole social rendez- 
vous is a cafe where its tiny pop- 
ulace gathers daily to eat, drink 
and be contrary. “This is a small 
town,’’ the didactic village 
teacher sums it up, “and we all 
grate upon each other con- 
stantly.” In fact, all the town- 
folk are overfamiliar stick fig- 
ures: the prudish old spinster, 
the bickering married couple, 
the affable cafe-owner and his 
wife, the irascible bum, and the 
concupiscent Marquis, nominal 
governor of the town, who whiz- 
zes about with three stunning 
“nieces” in tow. 

Into this ‘‘colorful’’ milieu 
shuffle Topol as the new baker 
Aimable (that means “lovable” 
en francais) and Patti LuPone as 
his wife Genevieve, a former 
waitress whose youth and al- 
leged good looks stun the town. 
The villagers are also crazy for 
bread; they even chortle a 
“Paean to Le Pain.” The Mar- 
quis sends his strapping young 
farmhand, Dominique, to pick 
up his daily loaves, and the lad is 
smitten by Genevieve. Bored 
with the village and her naive, 
slightly dotty old husband (he 
bakes at bedtime and naps all 
day), she runs off with Domi- 
nique. Aimable goes daffy with 
despair and can no longer bake. 
This calamity Brings The Town- 
folk Together. Suddenly they 
reconcile their differences, 
search their souls, admit their 
faults. Meanwhile, on an en- 
chanted isle, Genevieve be- 
comes disenchanted with 
Dominique and decides to re- 
turn. She is received by a sad- 
der-but-wiser Aimable who, in 
an embarrassingly mawkish mo- 
ment, presents her with a heart-

One could accept The Baker’s 
Wife’s meringue of a plot were it 


not so disturbingly clear that 


Stein knows nothing about his 
characters. The feisty citizens 
aren’t convincingly motivated to 


. kiss and make up. They do it be- 


cause the Broadway Musical for- 
mula requires it. Baker’s recipe, 
however, lacks even a teaspoon 
of convincing resolution. We are 
given no reason to assume Gen- 
evieve will not soon be off again, 
the Baker bereft, and the towns- 
people at each other’s throats 
once more. 

This may be stale stuff, but 
the production has its moments. 
Although Topol hasn’t found a 
rhythm yet, his performance is 
often moving. He provides the 


play with its only solidity, and_ 


his balletic baking sequences are 
marvelous. Patti LuPone is a bit 


shaky but obviously talented. 


Baker boasts some fetchingly 
frantic choreography for “The 
Luckiest Man in the World,” 
‘which gives Act Two a spritely 
Gallic kick-off by telling Aim- 
able how lucky he is to be rid of 
his wife. Some of the other songs 
are pleasant and the hit, if there 
is one, is probably “Gifts of 
Love,” a gentle duet with a com- 
plex, delicious melody. Others of 
Schwartz’s tunes are downright 
awful. Most interesting, per- 
haps, is the village dance at the 
end of Act One in’ which the 
townfolk lurch about dispirit- 
edly to a song called “‘When She 
Comes Home Tomorrow.” A 
mockery of the common folk 
celebration sequence, this bur- 
lesque is made more poignant by 
the tacit understanding that the 
villagers are dancing a lie. O

as Pinter’s The Homecoming. 
The author dismissed it as a pot- 
boiler, but Edmund Wilson and 
a slew of critics have foudn it 
loaded with Freudian allegory. 
Are thos beatific if precocious 
tots in fact possessed by the 
shades of their former caretak- 
ers? Kinkier still, do the depar- 
ted plan to resume their affair by 
proxy in prepubescent flesh? Or 
is it the current nanny, her own 
half-formed yearnings for her 
mysterious employer churning 
with servants’ gossip about her 


predecessor’s scandal, who cur- 
rupts, smothers and frightens 
the kids, in Miles’s case literally 
to death? Are we exorcising ecto- 
plasm here, or just forbidden 
feeling? 

From the moment the curtain 
rises on John Lee Beatty’s loom- 
ingly phallic Victorian drawing 
room, its sparse ar fur- 
nishings, French doors and floor- 
to-ceiling paned windows with 
diaphanous drapes, bollixed sex- 
ual longings, rather than flirta- 
tions with the occult, would 
seem the evening’s thrust. What 
stranded virgin nanny wouldn’t 
be bogeyed by those banisters! 
(And Claire Bloom, drinking in 
Mrs. Grose’s anxious account of 


the Quint/Jessel scandal, rubs 


the railing with a tactile des- 


peration that makes interpret- 
ing The Innocents as a mere 
ghost story impossible.) 
Archibald’s adaptation ages 
Miles to a somewhat cocky 
adolescent of 12. The moppets 
chatter, suggestively albeit in- 
nocently, of death and secrets. 
Flora, pert, enthusiastic and 
sausage-curled, eats beetles and 
keeps dead ones in her ribbon 
drawer, perhaps for midnight 
snacking. Everything seems 
vaguely sinister at Bly, though 
nothing is overt. It is possible to 
believe that the ghosts are, in- 
deed, no more than manifesta- 


tions of the governess’s imag-. 


ination, rationalizations for her 
fierce need to control the chil- 
dren, the result of too many lone- 
ly hours in the schoolroom star- 
ing at the sharpened pencils 
while things go bump in the 
night. 

Certainly the casting of a ma- 
ture Claire Bloom (like that of 
Deborah Kerr in the 1961 film of 
The Innocents co-scripted, by 
Archibald, Truman Capote and 
John Mortimer) as the gover- 
ness, whose age James sets at 20, 
helps underline the character's 
tendencies, though well-inten- 
tioned, toward tyranny and hys- 
teria. (Thank God no one of- 
fered this role to Cybill Shep- 
herd, who is, after all, closer to 


the right age for it.) A middle- 
aged spinster, away from her fa- 
ther’s house,for the first time, 
seems somehow less “normal,” if 
also less impressionable, than a 
young woman just rounding 
adolescence herself. 
Any psychological reading of 
The Innocents is bound, how- 
ever, to be shaken by the ap- 
pearance of flesh-and-blood 
spooks and by the most unnat- 
ural circumstances of Miles’s 
death. (In this production he 
simply and suddenly wilts, like a 
belle with the vapors.) James 
preyed masterfully on the 
reader’s susceptibility to the 
supernatural; still, since the 
story is narrated by the gover- 
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ness, we are never assured that 
the peeping apparitions exist ex- 
cept in her mind. In the play, 
however, as in the film, we are 
introduced to Quint and Jessel 
in the too too solid flesh. Cer- 
tainly it would be worse to por- 
tray “them” as Tinkerbell flick- 
ers or as thin air. The audience 
would then be denied the delic- 
ious chill of a thriller and poor 
Claire Bloom would seem as un- 
questionably psychotic as she 
did in Tennessee Williams’s the 
Red Devil Battery Sign last year. 
James’s superb ambiguity would 
fly right out the French doors. 
But in Pinter’s production, 
Quint and Jessel are consider- 
ably less frightening than the el- 


dritch musical reverberations 
composer Harrison Birtwistle de- 
vised for their calling card. And 
it is certainly an egregious error 
to bring Quint wafting on at one 
point when Bloom is offstage! So 
much for his possibilities as a fig- 
ment of her neurotic imagina- 
tion! Pinter loads his own work 


with arbitrary riddles, but here 


he seems, by divorcing the shade 
of Quint from the person who 
may be hallucinating him, to 
have turned the screw one time 
too many. And that’s how the 
enigma crumbles. 

It was no doubt necessary for 
Archibald to blunt, to some ex- 
tent, the novella’s double edge in 
the interest of keeping an aud- 


ience on the edge of its collective 
seat. (Even so, The Innocents 
boasts more portent than real 
suspense.) The action, conse- 
quently, has been compressed 
into what seems a mere matter of 
days. Miss Bolton encounters 
the specter of Quint so soon upon 
her arrival under Bly’s battle- 
ments that he might as well have 
carried her bags from the car- 
riage. And from this first stare- 
down, The Innocents chugs tow- 
ards its climax. Partly because of 
this abbreviation and partly be- 
cause Michael MacKay, who 
plays Miles, lacks charisma, 
there is never any sense of the 
governess’s having been be- 
witched by him, of her struggling 


to regain dominance. The young- 
ster himself seems less smugly 
menacing, certainly less cap- 
able of coolly cavorting with the 
supernatural, than just snotty. 
Sarah Jessica Parker’s Flora, on 
the other hand, is squeaky but 
enchanting. 

Claire Bloom, in a perform- 
ance as pregnant with nuance as 
a Pinter pause, renders Miss Bol- 
ton with a determination that 
transcends terror and at the 
same time makes her quite ruth- 
less about forcing the little 
lambs to confront the horor — be 
it supernatural or subconscious. 
She appears to mature with her 
fears, growing fraught without 
groveling in that Tennessee Wil- 
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liams hysteria for which she’s 
famous. The script’s small in- 
dignities are not her fault. 

The Innocents is handsomely 
turned out, drenched in period 
gloom, and adrip with ominous- 
ness. And Bloom rides the line 
between valor and the crazies 
like a circus performer. But in 
the end it appears that Pinter 


-has, in his customary fashion, 


had fun with us. He might well 
insist, despite clues in his own 
direction to the contrary, that 
this is indeed a tale of sophis- 
ticated goblins. Remember, how- 
ever, that he also insists The 
Caretaker is just a play about 
two brothers and a scabrous old 
man.

Making middle-class ¢ ennui exotic.

Editors of the Atlantic have 
been known to torment conten- 
ders for their “Atlantic First” 
(fiction award), as an article in 
Boston magazine a couple of 
years ago attested. The victim in 
that reported instance, Ann 
Beattie, was exceedingly win- 
some. She bought Louis 
L’Amour novels for friends, 
pinched Manila envelopes from 
the University of Connecticut 
English Department, and 
couldn’t afford the Alpo her dog 
Rufus craved. She hada hard 
time getting her short stories 
published and suffered con- 
spicuously. Everyone was happy 


when, after much demur, her. 


“Victor Blue” was selected as an 
“Atlantic First.’’ Beattie’s fame, 
as her husband Davis said, had 
come. 


It arrived officially and rather . 


pontifically when, eight . short 
stories in The New Yorker later, 
her first novel, Chilly Scenes of 
Winter, and Distortions, a col- 
lection of stories, were snapped 
up for simultaneous publication 
by Doubleday. Quel coup! Nor- 
mally publishers won’t touch 
short fiction — along with poe- 
try, the ‘poor cousin’” of the in- 
dustry — until the author has 
achieved recognition as a novel- 
ist. (Selling two books as a pack- 
age is less uncommon; writers 
would rather have a commit- 
ment from a publisher than the 
extra money they would prob- 
ably make if the manuscripts 


were peddled separately.) Ac-- 


cording to Beattie’s editor, 
everyone at Doubleday liked the 
two books so much that they de-

cided to issue them at the same 
time. 

_Advisedly, it seems. The Beat- 
tie double bill caught on fast. 


The publisher’s hype — ads in 


the New York Times and news 
releases — has been virtually 
echoed by the reviews. The Vil- 
lage Voice called her “a fact of 
who 
“must be read.” The Times her- 
alded her as the best new writer 
to appear in The New Yorker 
since Barthelme, a “writer for all 
audiences.” (The critic, we learn 
from.the Boston piece, was Beat- 
tie’s mentor/champion at the 
University of Connecticut; upon 
reading ‘“‘Victor Blue” in manu- 
script he sent her a note saying 
“Du bist duh best!’’) The Book 


of the Month Club chose Chilly — 


Scenes of Winter as an Alter- 
nate. Both books are “‘doing very 
well,”’ Doubleday. reports. And 
Rufus must have graduated to 
ground chuck by now. 


. Could it be that the New Lost » 


Generation has at last found its 
Hemingway? Has Ann Beattie 
inherited J. D. Salinger’s mis- 


’ fits; as the Voice would have us 


think? 

I'm sorry — though certainly 
Beattie has her strengths. Many 
of the stories in Distortions deft- 
ly render the bizarreness that in- 
vades ordinary settings when 
people are out of syne with their 
routines. The deliberately static 
cameos zero in on psychic malig- 
nancies like binoculars focused 
on the hairs of a mole. Couples 
are mismatched, doubt defines 
all relationships, cohabiters 
communicate by mail, obesity is 
acquired and shed like a down 
parka. Often a cinematic precis- 
ion enriches Beattie’s sketches: 
pizza congeals on the front of a 
fat girl’s blouse; a man sits 
stoned in his bathroom, peering 
into the eyes of his daughter’s 
stuffed bunny; zinc oxide cakes 
on a lifeguard’s lips. 


ls Beattie really “duh best”? 
The vignettes are diverting 


enough, but is it really fair — or ~ 


“‘writerly”’ — to rely on the auto- 
matic appeal of eccentricity 
without giving it any referents, 
narrative or psychological? 
There does seem to be some- 
thing irresponsible about Beat- 
tie’s bent for idiosyncrasy. It’s as 
though she has a catalogue of od- 
dities — dwarfs, reincarnated 
cats, child-psychopaths, -Mar- 
tians (really!) — from which she 


selects her characters arid ran- -

Fifteen years later, on a visit 
to his home town, Ludvik takes 


‘revenge on the man most instru- 


mental in purging him and se- 
duces his wife. His vengeance is 


futile, however. The man no lon- 


ger loves his wife and has be- 
come a teacher loved by his stu- 


. dents for his courageous stand 


against the. authorities. Ludvik 
discovers that the younger 
generation lumps together every- 
one his age, oppressor and op- 
pressed, as over-politicized fan- 
atics. The Joke is very readable 
and also serves as a useful pan- 
orama of Czech life from the Sta- 
linist era to just before the 
“Prague Spring” of 1968. 
‘Kundera’s next novel, Life Is 


Bleewhare (1973), is both an in- 


cisive: portrait of the artist as a 
yourig jerk and an acute diagno- 
sis of a severe case of Portnoy’s 
Complaint. A woman who feels 
her life is wasted places all her 
hopes for salvation in orie bas- 
ket: her fair-haired son Jaromil 
will be a poet! Kundera paral- 
lels Jaromil’s career with des- 


criptions incidents in the lives’ 
_of other poet-revolutionaries: 


Shelley, Lermontov, Rimbaud, 
Mayakovsky. Jaromil always 
manages to demonstrate that 


- history repeats itself as farce. In 


the funniest scene in the book, 
Jaromil is closeted with his 
muse, a plain, bony, freckled 
redhead. Maman comes home 
unexpectedly and pretends to 
think that the erotic moans ema- 
nating from her son’s room are 
cries of pain. “Jaromil, for heav- 
en’s sake, what’s wrong with 


’ your young lady?” She rushes in 


on them with a soothing syrup. 
“Such pains! It must have been 
awful!” You don’t have to be 
Jewish to have a Jewish mother. 

Jaromil eventually denounces 
his girl to the authorities (never 


has he felt so mature!) when she’ 


tells him she is shielding a broth- 
er who is about to flee the coun- 
try. This story is false — she 
made it up to conceal from Jaro- 
mil that she had been with an- 
other man — but still she lands 
in prison. Jaromil dies ignomin- 
iously of a chill. “A shot rang 
out, Lermontov clutched his 
breast, and Jaromil dropped to 
the icy concrete of the balcony 
iab O land of the Czechs! O 
land where a pistol shot turns 
into a kick in the pants!” Ma- 
man nurses him until he dies, 
and speaks his epitaph. “‘Every- 
thing he’s ever done has been in 
the interests of the working 
class.” 

Kundera’s new novel, The 


Farewell Party, is a disappoint- | 


ment. Czechoslovakia is a coun- 


try of over 50 spas, including the 


most famous: Marienbad and 
Karlsbad. The Farewell Party 
takes place in one that special- 
izes in the treatment of infertile 
women. It is presided over by Dr. 
Skreta, a_gynecological Hacken- 
bush who supplements the power 
of the waters by injecting un- 
knowing women with his own 
sperm. He sees himself as mak- 
ing Socialist brotherhood a real- 
ity. To the spa comes Klima, a 
famous jazz trumpeter who fears 
he has impregnated a nurse who 
works there and wants to talk her 
into getting an abortion. Also in- 
volved in the story are a saintly 


(and totally unbelievable) 
Czech-born American. million- 
aire and Jakub, a middle-aged 
political activist who has spent 


‘time in prison and finally ob- 


tained an exit visa. The Fare- 
well Party comes alive whenever 
Jakub recounts his experiences 
and what he has learned from 
them, but he is also responsible 
for its most strained device. In a 
purely gratuitous act,-merely be- 
cause her complacency annoys 
him (much as Ludvik in The 
Joke mailed his postcard), he 
substitutes a lethal pill for one of 
the nurse’s tranquilizers. 
Kundera is also a filmmaker 


who wrote and directed an adap- © 


tation of The Joke. The Fare- 
well Party is written in’ short 


scenes only a few pages long and . 


is structured very much like a 
film. Somehow it never seems to 
jell; perhaps actors could give it 
that extra something it needs. 
Kundera handled the erotic 
themes of The Farewell Party 
much more deftly in his collec- 
tion of short stories, Laughable 


Loves (1969), particularly in. 
a story that | 


“The Symposium,” 
also has a medical setting. 
Through a long night shift, a 
group of doctors and nurses dis- 
cuss love and play out a series of 
sexual charades. The tone is sa- 
tirical and beautifully sus- 
tained. 

With his talents, Kundera 
could possibly achieve success 
abroad comparable to Milos For- 


man’s, but he still lives in his 


hometown of Brno. Since his 
participation in the events of 
1968, he has been forbidden to 
travel in the West, kicked out of 
the Communist Party (for the 


second time), and lost his job at 
the State Film School. There are 
no Czech editions of his last two 
books. 


Stetson stunts

SOMBRERO FALLOUT (A 
JAPANESE NOVEL) by Rich- 
ard Brautigan; Simon and 
Schuster; 187 pp; $6.95. 


Beneath the golden arches of 


Richard Brautigan’s imagina- 


tion, Mark Twain and Tim 
Leary might meet for a burger. 
In Brautigan’s droll, truncated 
“novels’’ (Trout Fishing in 
America,. The Abortion, The 
Hawkline Monster) surreal 
whimsy and violence coalesce in. 
junk-culture. Sombrero Fallout, 
about the heartbreak of an 
American humorist and what 
happens. when an’ ice-cold som- 
brero drops like a heavenly bomb 
into the seeming calm of the 
heartland,. is marked by the old 


‘Brautigan charm and the old 


Brautigan tricks, the plethora of 
bizarre, precious imagery that 
delights the stoned, Brautigan’s 
consciousness remains as all-ac- 
comodating as over-taxed elas- 
tic. Like Mary Hartman’s, his 
frame of reference includes no 
scheme of graduated impor- 


~ tance: mayhem, lost love and the 


mercury level in tuna fish are 
examined with the same curious 


_ detachment and articulated with 


the same whacked-out logic. 
Though talented, Brautigan 
tends to sell himself cheap. He 
dreams one apt, if peculiar, 
metaphor, then amplifies it to 


even greater absurdity — but 
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not, thankfully, past the thresh- 
old of tedium. Like Kurt Vonne- 
gut’s, Brautigan’s charm lies not 
in his thinking — which is often 
banal — but in his style. Cer- 
tainly the syntax is unique: “She 
was never going out with an- 
other writer . . . . They were like 
having a vacuum cleaner around 
that broke all the time and only 
Einstein could fix it. She wan- 
ted her next hover to be a 
broom.” Brautigan shuffles odd 
imagery with chatty reflections 
on the mundane. The amalgam 
is intriguing: ‘““Despair suddenly 


fried his brain into thousands of ° 


pieces of dancing bacon”; “His 
cousin looked as if he had been 
slapped across the face by a 
shark”; “He tried to banish the 
tuna fish sandwich from his 
mind but, it refused to leave. It 
clung there like a barnacle to an 
Ethiopian battleship.” 

Like tuna fish, art apparently 
has a mind of its own. It is 
around this Unamunesque pre- 
cept that Sombrero Fallout is 
wrapped. A very neurotic Amer- 
ican humorist (Brautigan?), ren- 
dered a blubbering basketcase 
by the departure of his Japanese 
love, begins work on a strange 
sci-fi tale about a gelid som- 
brero that swoops down on a tiny 
town, landing at the feet of its 
mayor, his politically ambitious 
cousin, and an unemployed per- 
son desperate for a job and/or a 
hamburger. It is “10:15 in No- 
vember” when the writer reaches 
“into the typewriter as if he were 
an undertaker zipping up the fly 
of a dead man” and removes his 
sombrero scribblings. He shreds 
the paper and deposits it in the

pressive system of compulsive 
labor. The invisible network of 
energy supply, in addition to 
making contemporary industry 
possible, is rich with metaphori- 
cal possibilities that Sproat 
seems to overlook. An example 
would be novelist Thomas Pyn- 
chon’s use of electrical systems 
in The Crying of Lot 49 as a 
metaphor for the submerged pat- 
terns of significance in experi- 
ence that drive his heroine to dis- 
traction, and for their sugges- 
tion of an invisible system of to- 
talitarian control. 

It may not seem fair to iateo: 
duce a literary example in a dis- 
cussion of sculpture, but it seems 
to me that Sproat’s access, as a 


sculptor, to the metaphorical 
uses of electrical mystery are 
even more direct than a writer’s, 
His apparent failure to consider 
the metaphorical possibilities of 
his material, or his failure to 
make such considerations -clear, 
is a serious shortcoming of his 
work, depriving it of a power that 
seems within the artist’s reach. 
It is easy to overlook, for in- 
stance, that the pieces in the 
Hayden show are intercon- 
nected by their drawing on the 
same electrical system. The in- 
flection given the problem of site 
by the pervasiveness and invisi- 
bility of- electrical systems is 


. something else he might fruit- 


fully deal with but does not. In 
short, Sproat’s show seems not to 
take advantage of resources of 
meaning that the work itself 
makes available. (The show con- 
tinues through October 2.)

wastebasket, where the crum- 
bled pieces proliferate and the 
sombrero incident mushrooms. 
Incapacitated by his Armour 
Star despair, the writer spends a 
reverential hour fondling an 
Oriental hair found in the sink. 
(Since the Japanese woman left 
him a month ago, one shudders 
at the humorist’s housekeeping 
habits.) While he agonizes over 
what to eat and whether to call 
his love, screw a stewardess or 
just snap out of it, the Eastern 
beauty, with midnight hair of 
which her black cat seems a sub- 
urb, sleeps but blocks away, 
dreaming of Kyoto or Seattle. 
And-in the wastebasket the 
small town goes berserk, the dis- 


covery of the sombrero resulting 
eventually, if not coherently, in 
armed insurrection against the 
United States government. 


Clearly the humorist’s feelings of 


impotence and his helpless suf- 
fering are somehow assuaged by 
the .bloody action-saga in the 
trash. Beyond that, the uprising 
seems intended as a tongue-in- 
cheek political cartoon., War 


cliches and the rhetoric of states- ~ 


manship abound. 
Sombrero Fallout is an amus- 


ing but slight fantasy — unless, 


of course, one is stoned enough to 
start interpreting the hiero- 
glyphics on Oreos. Incidentally, 
after the revolution and the Pres- 
ident’s effort “to heal the na- 
tion’s wounds,” the mysterious 
sombrero inexplicably changes 
hue and the American humorist 
pours his heartbreak into a C & 
W ditty. Far out. (@)
